Forbes’ latest exploit is an honor, not only to 
the great Liberal journal with which he is 
connected, but to journalism in eeneral,—l 
would say, with the vermission of the 
Nation,;. to journalism as a profession. 
When Mr. Fo bronght tidings of the decisive 
repulse of the Turkish attack on Shipka Pass, 
and, outstripping six Aides-de-Camp of the 
Czar, told his story of Russian victory to the 
Emperor, be sur all previous perform- 
ances. I doubt whether he has not now sur- 
passed himself. He witnessed the battle of 
As soon as ft was ended— 
as soon as he saw the Zulu attack broken and 
their forces breaking iu pieces over the coun- 
try—he set out to carry the news. The nearest 
telegraph station was eighty miles away, and 
could only be reached by a lonely ride through 
a country swarming with hostile savages, where

might bide an ambush. With his disvaten in 
his head and his life in his hand, he rode those 
eighty miles. He arrived at Landman’s 
Drift. and thence telegraphed the sole 
narrative of the battle first to Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, then to Sir Bartle Frere. The full 
splendor of this achievement hardly comes out 
as it deserves in the published accounts. Forbes 
covered his eighty miles over a difficult couutry 
in fifteen hours. It was on the Sth of July at 
night that his dispatches reached the two High 
Commissioners. Three dais later, on the Stb, 
they still the only source of information at 
Cape ‘Town. Writing bome on that day Sir 
Bartle Frere says: “I have received from Sir 
Garnet Wolseley as yet only copy of Forbes’ 
telegram, which had reached me previously.“ 
The leisurely communications from Lord 
Chelmstord and from the correspondents of 
other journals appear to have reached Cape 
Town just in time to be forwarded by the 
steamer. Gen. Clifford’s telegram, it is true, is 
dated July 6, and embodies Lord Chelmsford’s 
official report, but there is nothing to show that 
Sir Bartle Frere knew of it on the morning of 
July 8. or that it did in fact reach Cape Town 
till some time during that day. Lf that steamer 
bad sailed a few bours earlier, Mr. Forbes’ tele- 
gram, of which Sir Bartie Frere had then been 
three days in poasession, would apparently have 
been the only telegram, the only means by 
which the battle of Ulundi would bave been 
known lu this country. It was, in fact, the ac 
count which was read out by Sir Michael Hicks 
Beach to the House of Commons, yesterday al- 
ternoon, some hours before anything else came 
to hand by the same steager, which touched at 
St. Vincent, whence .th@Relegrams came on. 
The Times aud Standard of this morning pub- 
lish their own accounts. The Daily Teegraph 
bas nothing but the official dispatches relating 
to the battle. It would be too much to expect 
of jourtialistic human nature that Mr. Forbes’ 
rivals should rejoice in his unparalleled triumph. 
But the editor who garbles Sir Bartle Frere’s 
dispatch in order to suporesa His acknowledg- 
ment to Mr. Forbes must surely, on due retfiec- 
tion, be ashamed of his jealousy. 
SWITZERLAND. 

Geneva, July 20.—On Monday and Tuesday 
last the watersof Lake Leman rose twenty 
inches in twenty-iour hours. Only three times 
since 1792, the last occasion being in the sum- 
mer of 1846, has the lake reached so high a level, 
and, as the Alpine snows continue to melt until 
the middle of August, it is probable that the 
present year will mark the maximum of the cen- 


tury. Owing to continual falls of fresh snow 
and the frequent rains, Alpine ascents are at- 
tended this vear with considerable difficaity and 
more than usual dauger.

A HOTEL ROBBERY.

New York, Aug, 6.—On the 21st day of July 
Miss Louie~E. Oakley, of San Francisco, went 
to reside at the Hotel Bristol, in this 
city. Miss Oakley was in delicate health, 
and her visit to the Atlantic Coast 
was made in search of renewed strength. 
She was plentifully supplied with funds, 
which she kept in a tin box, together with other 
articles of value. On the evening of the third 
. dayof her stay at the Hotel Bristol, she called 
down through the pneumatic tube, as usual, 
requesting the clerk to send up for ber box 
of valuables.- Attention was not paid to 
her request, and, later in the evening, she 
called down again, this time succeeding in get- 
ting a man from the office, who took her box 
and started down-stairs with it. In the mean- 
time the botel safe had been closed up, the 
clerk had gone to bed, and the nicht-watchmen 
were on duty. At 3:20 a. m. one of the watch- 
men neglected to make his customary signal to 
the District Telegraph station, and the botel 
was promptly surrounded by officers. The 
man, bowever, had disappeared, and, al- 
though Miss Oakley’s box was found in 
the. office, it was suspected that he 
had tampered with it. Late in the forenoon the 
casket was taken to the lady’s room, where it 
was discovered that $850 in money, a diamond 
coross cont@ning seventeen stones of two 
and one-half carats each, and a 
small box filled with bracelets, earrings, and 
other valuable trinkets bad been stolen. The 
robber bad already secured a start of flvè or six 
hours, and there was little show of capturing 
him. He cunningly left in the box an envelope 
filled with mining stocks and several 
other articles that would have been 
easily identified. The manager 
the hotel promised to do everything in his 
power to capture the thief, and to make Miss 
Oakley comfortable pending the return of her 
property, but subsequently he endeavored, 
first by persuasion and then by bulidozing, to 
make her sign a legal document absolving 
bim from all responsibility regarding the 
loss. This she declined to do, although every 
possible effort was made to harass her into com- 
mitting herself. She finally became so uncom- 
fortable in the Bristol that she was obliged 
to seek new quarters, and this after- 
noon she started for Saratoga to join 
ber sister’s family there. Mr. Corry, the 
maneger of the hotel, now comes to the front 
with the somewhat’ startling theory that the 
property was never in the box at all. and that 
Miss Oakley bribed the watchman to disappear, 
in order that she might recover damages from 
the hotel for an entirely imaginary loss. 
A detective who bas been at work on the case, 
and with whom I conversed this evening, tells 
me that the watchman traveled under the alias 
of Horton, bis real name being Hodgkins. It is 
at least mysterioug that a man of that sort 
should be embed in a first-class 
hotel in such a responsible position as that of 
night watchman. Miss Oakley refutes the in- 
sinuation by producing ber maid, who declares 
she received her wages on the night of the rob- 
bery, and knows chat the lost 
property was in the box. The 
unfortunate lady is indorsed by James B. 
Keene, Sam Ward, and other vrominent men, 
who knew ber in California. There is n» doubt 
whatever that she is telling a straight story. It 
is probable that, unless a compromise is effected. 
the Hotel Bristol will be sued for the value of 
the articles lost. This is not the first time 


the house has been in trouble. Some months 
ago there was a big lot of scandal about a suit 
brought by the manager against atenant for 
failing to keep bis apartments for the 
time agreed upon. The defendant caused 
a good deal of fun by claiming 
that the accommodations were not 
first-class, and by laying particular stress upon 
the allegation that second-grade butter was 
furnished for the guests. The Bristol has al- 
ways been considered the highest-toned house 
in New York, and the manager’s action in this 
latest trouble is totally inexplicabie.

and finest-made Zulu in the nation, with iotelli- 
gent, , and thoroughiv noble features 
and royal bearing, gesture, and manner; the 
most powerful, pieasantest-spoken, and 

dealing man in the whole Kingdom. 

In administering justice be j 
impartially, passing sentence on bis own broth- 
ers with the same severity and fearlessness that 
would be exercised on the meanest subject; ap- 
proachable at all times, and always pleased to 
see strangers, whom he treata with unvarving 
hospitality. In private the King leads a life of 
wouterful abstemiousness and regularity. His 
wives live in the royal inclosure, each one hav- 
ing a hut of her own and a bevy of Zulu damsels, 
who act as maids of bonor. He has fewer 
wives than repute bas palmed off on him. Cety- 
wavo has several residences,—one at each of the 
military kraals. Each of these bouses is buflt 
in the European style, but furnished after na- 
tive custom,—that is, they bave little or no fur- 
niture. The principal article in each Roral resi- 
dence is a State-chair, in which his Majesty sits 
while dispensing justice or transacting State 
business. This chair is hewn out of the solid 
trunk of a tree. and is carved and fashioned in 
the highest strle of Zulu art. Presents of 
beautiful reception-chairs have been made to 
Cetywayo John Dunn and others, but be 
casts them all aside in favor of bome maonufac- 
ture. When not seated he reclines on a mat 
after the fashion of the race. At all times he is 
attended by a body-guard, and when sitting in 
state the great councilors, consisting of the 
chief indunos or head men of the nation, are 
grouped around him. 

Sometimes such councils are held ia the open 
air, when a large umbrella is held over bim or a 
lawn tent is pitched. He may be seen thus 
when. review bis army or speaking to his 
regiments. e King’s favorite pastime is 
hunting. He posseesés rifies and double-bar- 
relea breech-loaders, by the best makers, and is 
a fair shot. Six o'clock every morning finds 
him afoot, attended by bis body-guard, on bis 
constitutional hunting expedition. During this 
he walks from ten to fiftden miles. returning to 
the palace at 10, when he is immediately rubbed 
with soapstone and bathed by attendants. After 
this the business routine of the day commences. 
Kaftir beer—a light beverage, about as intoxi- 
cating as lager beer—is Cetywayo’s favorite 
drink; in fact, it is the only one the people had 
until white traders brought rum into the coun- 
try, the sale of which is probibited by the King. 
Drunkeuness am his subjects is steru- 
ly frowned upon by bim. The moment 
a sudject is reported to have committed 
a crime the King says of the culprit, “He 
does not belong to my peoole,”’ and, after hear- 
ing the case, passes sentence in a just manner. 
It is a precedent laid down by him that a Zulu 
cannot commit a erime.“ This accounts for the 
thonsinds of refugees who are in Natal aud dare 
not return to Zululand. — 

His Majesty has pleasant powers of conversa- 
tion, and often indulges in witty small talk, but 
is noted at the same time fur his cute and logic- 
al savings. Of course he only knows the one 
language—the Zulu Kar dislect. The Zulu 
King, like all of his subjects, has an inherent 
distrust and dislike to the Dutch Boers. On 
the other hand, be has always looked upon the 
English in the most friendly and confiding man- 
ner.

„Jun running” is the term used in South 
Africa for the illicit trade of supplving natives 
with firearms. In Natal, the Free State, or the 
Transvaal, it is a crime to either sell or carry 
Lorough the country guns to be sold to rs. 
There are no restrictions placed on the trade in 
the Cape Colony, Diamond Fields, or Delagoa 
Bay territory. and thousands of firearms have 
found their wav into the hands of the Zulus and 
other nat ves through those countries. A duty 
of $5 a barrel is charged ou dll guns entered at 
the port of Natal, and each ove has to be regis- 
tered. It is common koowledge that, despite 
these restrictions, several of the largest mer- 
chantsin Durban sre engaged in the trade not 
only of selling firearms to the Zulus, but also of 
smuggling them ioto the colony. Most of them 
have agencies at Delagoa Bay, where the Portu- 
guese encourage the trade. Turougu this port 
it is comouted that over one hundred thousand 
stand of arms have reached Zululand. It was 
no secret that owing toDelagoa Ray being a free 
port and Natal being under such heavy restric- 
tions, guns could be purchased cheaper at Cety- 
wavo’s Kraal than in Durben. 

Traders were undoubtedly engaged in supolv- 
ing the Zulus with fireams, but it was well 
known that they obtained their stock at Delagoa 
Bay, ip most cases from the agents of Durban 
merchants. The man most directly engaged in 
the trale was John Dunn, the noted “white 
Kaffir’” and Zula resident in the pay of the 
Natal Government. He bas been known te 
receive upward of £5,000at atime from the 
King for arms for the army, and a letter was 
published recently which showed that he re- 
ceived 850 guns in one lot in November, 1877, 
and he was selling others up to the time of the 
invasion. For obvious reasons, Mr. Mullins 
never trafficked in frearms. First, John Duon 
had the monopoly: second, they could be 
bought cheaper in Delagoa Bay than in Natal; 
third, the trade wascontrabind in Natal. Alto- 
gether there were about 100 traders in Zulu- 
land, many of whom, like Mr. Mullins, never 
dealt in guns. Besides these, the mission- 
aries numbered seventeen,—nine Norwe- 
gians, five Germans, and two English. 
All of them bad resided there for years. 
No Americans had ever bad mission-stations 
in Zululand; their places are in Natal, where 
they are respected by black and white. On the 
other band the most of the Zalu missionaries 
have had a bad name from those who know their 
ways. The King could not understand their 
strange way of making converts, andhe had 
very little respect for them, but had never actea 
adversely. Previous to the annexation of the 
Transvaal, and before it became apparent that 
the same (ate was in store for Zululand, Natal 
never exercised herself about or showed much 
alarm at the way the Zulus managed their 
affairs. 

When the boundary dispute was in progress 
Natal became filled with the most absurd and 
mendacious statements regarding the intention 
and doings of the King and people. He was 
— with blaod-thirstiness and Kross 
eruelty. These stories were in many instances 
traced to missionaries. While they were rife Mr. 
Mullins went back and forth just as usual, each 
time on bis return assuring the Natal people 
that there was more disquietade among them 
than among the Zulus.

RAILWAY MAIL SERVICE. 


Annaal Report of Superintendent White, of 
the Sixth Division. 

Capt. James E. White, the Superintendent of 
the Railway Mail Service for this, the Sixth 
Division, has finished his annual report to Will- 
iam B. Thompson, General Superintendent of 
the Railway Mail Service, for the fiscal year 
closing June 30, 1879. During this time 443 ex- 
aminations of cases were made, showing 482,284 
cards distributed, of which 417,800 were sent 
correctly and onlv 14,484 distributed incorrectly. 
The per cent distributed correctly is 88, as 
against 75 for last year. The Superintendent 
believes that this shows a very bealthy im- 
provement during the year, both in 
the pumber of examinations made and 
in the quality. The examination shows that 344 
of the employes distributed correctly over 90 
per cent of the cards given them. The 
Railway Post-Office clerks during the vear 
distributed 3,687,707, packages of letters, 
and the route agents 4,787,340, making a total 
of 8, 475.047 packageg. On the usual basia of 
compatation this would amount to 423,752,350 
letters, an increase over the last fiscal year of 
81,661,350. ‘The total number of sacks of paper 
mail distributed is 1,043,668, or, on the same 
basie, 208,732,600 papers. This makes a total of 
letters and pieces of paper mail of 632,484,950, en 
increase of 117. 166.380. For every error made 
in distribution 4,427 pieces of mail-matter were 
correctiy distributed. Last vear the errors were 
one for every 3,955 pieces. The total number of 
errors charged against the employes of this 
division is 355,797. Of registered matter they 
handled 38,953 pouches, 2.201. 1080 packages, and 
18,218 cases. The average number of employes 
on duty during the year is 92,986, performing 


2,986 days’ work, or an average of 197% 
days’ serviee for each employe, and 
Tr mile“ trarel each day 
Each employe averaged 1.028. jette 


distributed during the year, and 550,746 vapers 
with 309 errors, or I errors per day for each 
man. Capt. White believes this to be a marked 
improvement, as in 1873 there was one error in 
every 700 letters, while for the period covered 
by the report the average has been only one to 
every 4,427 pieces. 

_ Completing the statistical portion of the re- 
port, the Superintendent makes the following 
comments and recommendations: 


This improvement is very marked in other re- 
aspects. he whole tone of the service ie better. 
The use of intoxicating fh was very common 
in those days: now it is understood that, if any em- 
ploye of the Railway Mail Service indulges in the 
use of intoxicating liquors to excess, he mast give 
place to some one who is not addicted to that per- 
nicious habit. At a result, we have in our service 
as fine a corps of men as can be found anywhere, 
or in any business on earth. Smart, active, in- 
dustrious, intelligent, honest, and of good repute, 
— nag as aciass men of whom we may al! feel 
prou 

In my opinion, a strong effort should be put forth 
to secure from Congress an -appropriation large 
enough to restore to our men the rate of pay ex- 
isting before any reductions were made. The 
work required of our employes 1s very exhausting, 
both physically and mentally, and many of our 
oldest and most efficient employes are breaking 
dowa, and in a few years will be compelled to retire 
from the business as poor in pocket and much 
poorer in health thao they were when they entered 
the service. Some provision should be made for 
such a contingency, either after the plan of .the 
English system, or in the same way officers in the 
regular army are provided for when they become 
unfit for active service, 

Congress should be urged very strongly to recog- 
nize by law the grade of chief head clerk,” a 
grade that bas exieted defacto for twelve years, 

and which has been of almost vital importance to 
the service. and yet the men who occupy these 
positions, and who are selected to fill them becanse 
they are believed to be unusually bright and 
eficient, are compelled to work on head clerks’ 
salaries, and to incur expenses far in excess 
of the pay they receive. This they must do, or 
else they must neglect part of the duty assicned to 
them. I know from personal experience that no 
chief head clerk of this service, who has a family, 


bis duties fally and live as he should live, on the 
salary now paid: farther than this, I believe Con- 
gress, on a truthfol showing of the facts as the 
exist. would not hesitate to create the grade an 
provide a fair salary for it. because it can be 
shown thetarailroad company might as well un- 
dertake to operate a road without section ** boas- 
es. as for us to attempt to run the service prop- 
erly without chief head clerks. 
A better system of mail bills” should be 
adopted. and local agents, through Division Super- 
intendents, should be required to keep an accurate 
record of all pouches and sacks of mail matter

drew npa plan for such record, and submitted 
it to the Convention of Superintendents which 
was held in Washington. D. C., for ite 
action. The plan was adopted, and the 
Superintendents recommended that the books and 
bianks be printed and issued, but no farther action 
was ever taken on the subject. I again ask that 
said book and blanks be printed and issued to this 
omce if to no other, simply because the present 
system is defective, while the one submitted would 
= 2 perfect record of all pouches and sacks in 
raustt. 
A large number of our trunk lines are building 
branches, many companies of the second class are 
extending their tracks, and new roads are being 
built, all of which bas resulted in increasing the 
mileage of mail service in this division very 
sargely, and will result in a still larger increase 
during the oresent fiscal year; but owing to the 
unfortunate circumstance of Congréss making in- 
sufiicient appropriations we are compelled to per- 
form the entire service with less force than we had 
at the beginning of the last fiscal year. It is to be 
hoped that more just, not to say generous, appro-

After Drowning.

CIA, Aug. 5.—We have all seen innumer- 
able methods of procedure to restore those who 
have been recently drowned,—or nearly so,—yet, 
of all this nuusber, from laymen and eminent 
physicians, has any one ever seen the direction 
given to rub the limbs upwards? Sincular as it 
may seem, itis true that the proper direction 
has never been distinguished, when every physi- 
ologiat should know that to rub one way ex- 


clusively would — kill a well man, and to 
rub the other will quite revive an asphvriated 
corpse. To rub boto ways equally is almost a 
waste of time. 
In all cases of drowning, paralysis, varicosis, 
ete., ruobing to secure an improved circulation 
should be upward, i. e., towards the heart. No 
peripheral or arterial current can be reached by 
rubbing. There are but a half<lozen points in 
the human boay where it can be even felt. On 
the other hand, all that vast net-work of 
circulation visible on the exterior, or affected 
by pressure, is blood rapidly seeking the heart, 
from the peripbery, for pu~ification by the Jungs. 
This biood is poisonous. To retain it depraves 
the system at once; to force it back is death to 
the extremity and Gestroys circulation ; to hasten 
it forward is to purify it, improve circulation by 
capillary force, and give new impulse to the in- 
voluntary chest muscles. Always rub upwards 
—vever downwards. Clasp the hand about your 
wrist and witness the swollen veins,—puffed up 
with bad, biue, carbonized blood hurrying up- 
ward to the lungs. Take off the hand and feel 
the spiritual (mental) sense of relief und pleas- 
ure. 
If the rubbing can be universal and synchron- 
ous enough, the heart will act and the lungs 
reepire Without any other effort on the attend- 
ant's part,—even after life has totally disap- 
peared, though, of course, subject to that un- 
known line which divides suspended animation 
from actual death. Rub every limb rapidly, 
evenly, continuously,—not for five minutes, but 
for forty-five. Do thie first, and chest manipu- 
lation afterwards, and not vice versa.

Treasurer Gitrrtitan has decided to require all 
the employes of the Government in Washington to 
take 10 percent of their salaries 
pay-roll amounts to about 81. 000. 000 a month, 
aud by this means $100,000 a month will be forced 
into circulation. — Washtngion dispatch. 

If the intention is to pay outsilver pro rata 
with gold, it should be 20 at least, instead of 
10 per cent, as less than 80 per cent of the 
coin in the Treasury is gold. But why re- 
strict the payment to the Washington clerks ? 
Why not pay silver to all Government office- 
holders and creditors? The biacks in the 
South are very fond of silver. One-half the 
disbursements in the South to officeholders 
should be made in silver dollars, until they 
were well circulated throughout that gection 
of the Union. The negroes will absorb sev- 
eral millions of the doilars of the daddies, if 
they can be had,—as they prefer the big, 
white, palpable silver dollar to paper money, 
or even gold. Every dollar of silver in the 
Treasury can be put in circulation within 
sixty days, if the Secretary desires it. Of 
course, more or less of it will find its way 
back to the Treasury in payment of taxes; 
but this is legitimate. When the silver dol- 
lars return to the Sub-Treasuries, why, pay 
them out again. That is what they are for : 
to circulate; to do business with; to pay 
debts and taxes, and make purchases. It 
was never intended by the Members of Con- 
gress who passed the Silver bill over the 
veto, and m spite of the opposition of Jonn 
Surerman, that the silver dollars should be 
coined and stacked up in the Treasury vaults, 
there to remain in idlenoss. 


EWING'S ERRORS IN ARITHMETIC. 

Mr. Tom Ewro is a man of good address, 
and has a plausible way of making state- 
ments which, however at variance with the 
facts, may sometimes be accepted as true by 
persons who, honest themselves, do noi sus- 
pect falsehood in others. In his recent 
speech, made at Lancaster, O., he made 
some extraordinary representations concern- 
ing the public debt, the public interest, and 
the general administration of the flnances by 
the Republican party in Congress and in the 
Government. These statements are so flatly 
contradicted by the actual facts of the his- 
tory of the finances that no person in any 
way familiar with what has taken place can 
be deceived by them; but there are others 
who have not access to the records, and who, 
in. the absence of any contradiction of 
Ewrxa's statements, may be at a loss to un- 
derstand how the matters actually stand. 


been paid in extra or double interest on the 
bonds called in under the funding law, and 
for which bonds bearing a lower rate of in- 
terest have been issued. This is true so far 
as the case is stated. The law of Congress 
under which the bonds outstanding may be 
called in requires of necessity, as the only 
way of making the call, that ninety days’ no- 
tice must be given to the holders of the 
bonds, after which interest on them shall 
cease. The Government has no means with 
which to pay these bonds other than by the 
issue of new bonds, and, in order to raise the 
money to take uy ten millions of 6 per cents. 
must, during the ninety days, dispose of an 
equal amount of 4 per cent bonds. In this 
way the Government pays three months’ in- 
terest on the new bonds before it can re- 
deem the old ones. In the exchange of 
$1,396,022,000 of 6 and 5 per cent bonds for 
5, 44, and 4 per cent bonds, the aggregate of 
this three months’ interest is $15,441,470. 
There is no other mode kuown to this or any 
other Government whereby one bond can be 
taken up by the issue of another against the 
wish of the holder; and the law has pro- 
vided this mode from the beginning. 

(2) Mr. Ewrtna represents that, while the 
Government has paid out $15,000,000 for 
extra interest, the actual saving of interest by 
refunding last year was only $9,000,000. This 
is a misstatement of the facta. The work of 
refunding the public debt was authorized by 
the law of July, 1870, and ap to March, 1877, 
there had been taken up $550,000,000 of C per 
cents, and an equal amount of 5 per cents 
issued to take their place. The saving on 
this change was $5,500,000 per year. Since 
March, 1877, there have been $846,022, 000 of 
6 and 5 per cent bonds taken up, and other 
boads bearing 4$ and 4 per cent issued in 
exchange. The reduction iy interest on those 
bonds funded since March, 1877, is 814,297, 
177 à year, or on the whole sum refandsd

The actual saving in cash for interest 
made by refunding ap to Ang. 1, 1879, is 
$16,790,483. After Aug. 1, 1879, the actual 
nét saving of interest made by refunding 
will be $19,907,607. The net saving of in- 
terest from funding will amount on July 1, 
1880, to $36,698,090, and thereafter the sav- 
ing will be $20,000,000 a year; as these 
bonds have to run to 1907, or twenty-eight 
years from now, the net saving in taxes for 
the payment for interest from date to the 
maturity of the bonds will be $560,000, 000, 
—a sum equal to one-third of the whole 

debt of the Government. 

In 1881 there will be nearly $300,000,000 
more of 6 per cent bonds subject to call. If 
these be replaced by 4 per cents, the annual 
saving in interest will be $6,000,000 for the 
twenty-six years during which the bond will 
have to mature. The aggregate saving 
on these will be $156,000,000, which, 
added to the aggregate saving of interest on 
the bonds funded to date, will be $710,000, 000. 
The effect of the refunding of the debt will 
be to reduce the taxation for interest from 
Aug. 1, 1879, to July 1, 1907, in the sum of 
$710,000,000. Mr. Ew1ne thinks this is a 
matter so trifling as to be unworthy of ordi- 
nary commendation. 

(8) Gen. Ewrna charged that the debt had 
been increased $100,000,000 from the sale of 
bonds for résumption purposes. This is 
partially true, the sum of bonds sold to pro- 
cure coin being $90,000,000, the annual in- 
terest being $3,600,000, which we have de- 
ducted from the saving on the refunding 
qperation. The sale of these bonds was au- 
thorized by law, and the money is in the 
Treasury and available for the protection of 
the Government, It has not been expended 
or wasted, and when used will always be 
used to reduce the public debt. 

(4) Gen. Ewmo represented that the interest 


on the debt was only $97,000,000 in 1877, and 


in 1879 the payments were $105,000,000. 
The statement is entirely erroneous. The 
interest on the public debt accrues and be- 
comes payable on certain days in the year, 
one of which is July 1, which is the be- 
ginning of a fiscal year. The amount of 
‘interest due on that day and the amount 
accrued are very different. In each monthly 
statement is shown the amount of interest 
accrued on the first of each month, whether 
due or not. Gen. Ewmo has thought proper 
to use these statements of interest accrued 
but not due, instead of those actually due 
and paid in each year. The difference is 
precisely the variation from the facts by 
Mr. Ewrne.

From this explanation it will be seen how 
reckless were the statements of the Ohio 
Fiatist. There is, however, one stunning, 
clearly established, and incontrovertible fact, 
which no logic, no sophistry, no doctoring 
of figures or estimates can change or ob- 
scure, and that is, that, by the process of 
taking up bonds bearing high rates of interest 
and selling bonds bearing low rates of 
interest, the annual interest on the bonded 
debt will, after Ang. 1, 1879, be reduced 
$20,000,000, and after July, 1881, $26,000,- 
000, from what such interest would be if 
the debt had not been refunded. ‘That fact 
cannot be rubbed out, nor can it be hidden 
from public knowledge. 
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. SLAVERY IN CUBA. 

The English Government, after years of 
delay, has at length called the attention of 
Spain to the promise she made sixty-two 
years ago that she would aid in suppressing 
the slave trade, and within three years abol- 
ish slavery in Cuba and her other colonies. 
This was in 1817. Year after year has come 
and gone, but Spain has paid no attention to 
her treaty obligations. For three centuries, 
up to 1862, a constant stream of negroes 
poured into Cuba, kidnapped from their na- 
tive wilds and treated with inhuman barbari- 
ty on the passage. The Madrid correspond- 
ent of the London Tines, in discussing the 
condition of the Spanish colonies, throws 
some interesting light upon the subject. 
From 1822 to 1862 the imports of slaves 
into Cuba were about 40,000 per annum, 
not one of whom ever found his way 
out again. As the Times says: A people 
more pliable than any other was absolutely 
worked out in the most happily-gifted of 
earthly paradises. Cuba to the negro has 
been a Dead Sea. A mighty river 
of negro fiesh and blood has been 
ever flowing into it; but outlet there 
has been none. Without breath of life 
above a ripple on the surface, this silent, 
sullen pool has remorselessly engalfed its 
millions of defenseless Africans.” With overy- 
thing adapting him to life and labor upon 
that island, he bas been unable to survive 
the horrors of his condition and treatment. 
The number of deaths far exceeded the num- 
ber of births, although he perhaps belonys 
to the most prolific of the races, Hence the 
slave trade was vigorously kept up to supply 
the constant deficit. This trade became so 
barbarous and se repugnant to humanity 
that almost all Europe joined England in 
her protest against it, and stigmatized it as 
an international crime which warranted 
outside interference. The English states- 
men reasoned with the Spaniards, and the 
latter pretended at least to acknowledge the 
iniquity of the traffic. England went so far 
as to pay Spaiu $2,000,000 to indemnify her 
for any loss of revenues which might occar 
to her from the abolition of the 
trade. In 1817, through the mediam 
of a treaty, Spain formally engaged to sup- 
press the slave trade and within three years 
to emancipate all her slaves. That engage- 


ment has never been carried out, though it | 
was made unusually binding by the payment 


of the indemnity money by England. On 
the other hand, the slave trade rapidly in- 
creased in volume and barbarity. Larger and 
larger cargoes of negroes went to Cuba, and 
numbers were sent to our o Southern States. 
Spain had been in virtadl alliance with the 
United States. So long as the system existed 
and floarished here, she had at once a defense 
and an apology. Cuba raised one hundred 
millions worth of sugar per annum, aud we 
took the most of it. She supplied us with 
negroes. When humanity protested against 
ber treatment of slaves, she took refuge be- 
hind our egis, The Spanish slave trade was 
ultimately destroyed by our War of the Re- 
bellion, which, in its destruction of Ameri- 
can slavery, involved the end of the brutal 
traffic. ‘The system of slavery, however, 
remains, the only approach towards emanci- 
pation being the passage of the Moret law 
in 1872, providing for the ultimate extinction 
of slavery by deciaring that all the children 
of slaves shall be born free. If this law were 
faithfully carried out, in a few years slavery 
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to our own Government, as well as the sol- | individual, sometimes they extend to a cer- 


emn treaty compact with England. In reply 
to a recent protest of England, it was agreed 
by Spain that slavery should be abolished the 
moment that there were sufficient coolies to 
perform the labor. That time will never 


come, as coolies cannot be persuaded to go 


there in sufficient numbers to do the work. 
Besides, as the Times’ correspondent says, 
Tus coolie from India or China is not to be 
had except at a heavy price, deserts the field 
and its hard work whenever he has a chance, 
preferriug industry or even vagrancy in the 
towns, always looks forward to repatriation, 
brings in no family and breeds none, and, in 
fact, caste no roots and effects no permanent 
establishment.” 

There is but one solution to the question 
of Cuban slavery, and that is the solution 
which Mr. Grezuzx recommended for the 
question of resumption. The only way to 
stop slavery is to stop it at once, without 


any reference te ulterior consequences, 


Great Britain has been derelict in the past. 
After the absolute compact which Spain 
made with her was repeatedly and defiantly 
violated, she should have enforced it with 
her powerful navy, and not have awaited for 
the chance of our War to extinguish the 
slave trade. After the solemn promise of 
Spain in 1817, that slavery should be 
abolished within three years from that 
date in all her colonies, she should have 
gompelled the performance of that contract. 
The United States is just as derelict as En- 
gland in not having interfered. It was the 
duty of the Grawr Administrations, as it is 
the duty of the Hayes, not to call the atten- 
tion of Spain to broken faith, or to recom- 
mend a system of emancipation, but to tell 
her she must abolish slavery at once. It is 
a sligma upon our humanity, our civiliza- 
tion, and our progress that our public men 
have slept over this evil so long. It is the 
Government’s duty not to wait for England, 
but to demand of Spain the immediate abo- 
lition of slavery ; and, if she refuses er hes- 
itates, to force her to do it. A little vigor- 
ous action on our part at the present time 
would seon wipe out this curse which is so 
adjacent to our shores. It is the only repa- 
ration we can make for having tolerated and 
fostered it so long. 
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A MINIATURE PANIC. 

It is a pity that Congressman Waticat’s 
Committee could not have had Adirondack 
Murrax’s case before them when they were 
in Chicago looking for the cause of hard 
times. They examined a number of phi- 
losophers in this city who had different 
theories, but none of whom furnished the 
real cause. Mr. Munray’s case would have 
solved the problem. He was by occupation 
a clergyman. He had the talent and the 
verve to achieve success in the calling he had 
chosen. He was a good writer, an eloquent 
talker, aman of fine appearance, popular 
among his set, and sensational enough to 
secure a hold upon almost any metropolitan 
community. “His resources were broad 
enough to command a steady income of 
$8,000 or $10,000a year, without any such 
exertion as was likely to impair his health ; 
and such an income was ample for « man who, 
as a clergyman, was supposed to live a moral, 
quiet, and abstemious life. Had Mr. Mur- 
nay been content with bis profession and ap- 
plied himself to it with reasonable energy, 
there would have been no panic in 
his case. But he reached ont for new re- 
sources. He became a book-maker, editor 
of a newspaper, and a publisher. He migh 
have indulged his fondness for a horse to a 
moderate degree upon his salary as a min- 
ister, but he became a fancier and trader. 
He started a farm to breed stock. He in- 
vented a new buckboard wagon, organized a 
stock company for the manufacture and sale 
thereof, became Vice-President of the Com- 
pany, and traveled through the country 
descanting on the merits of his invention, 
aud acting as agent for its sale. These 
manifold pursuits enlarged his ideas of liv- 
ing beyond those common to the clerical 
calling. He indulged himself in yachts, 
secretaries, summer excursions, and other 
luxuries which wealth alone warrants. The 
result was that he went in debt. He bor- 
rowed right and left, wherever he could, and 
was finally pushed to the extremity of giving 
checks upon banks where he had no funds. 
Now his various assets, which he acquired 
on credit, are in the hands of the Sheriff, 
and he himself is skulking somewhere to 
hide his mortification and shame over the 
exposure of his failure. 

Mr. Murray's case tells in petio the whole 
story of panics. As Murnax has been act- 
ing the past few years, so nearly everybody 
was acting previous to the panic of 1873. 
‘Lhe greed for wealth and mania for specu- 
lation fastened upon people in all conditions 
of life. Merchants, with a good business 
that earned them an adequate income, sought 
to enlarge it beyond their means. Skilled 
mechanics and salaried employes grew rest- 
ive under the restraint of a stated income, 
and iuvested their earnings, and borrowed as 
much as they could obtain to invest, in some 
speculative enterprise. Olergymen, who 
were supposed to hold aloof from world! 
considerations ; Jawyers, who, as a rule, are 
good business advisers, but bad operators on 
their own account; men of all professions, 
who were unpractical outside of their 
special studies, became infected with the 
absorbing desire for speedy gains. Rea! 
estate was the favorite investment. Every- 
body who could buy a town lot or a suburban 
patch of ground upon part payment became 
a landed proprietor in name and a debtor in 
fact. The farmers followed in the universal 
current, and mortgaged their broad acres to 
erect handsome houses and provide other 
improvements which they could not afford. 
There was a condition of universal credit, 
and also a condition of universal debt. These 
were the elements of the general panic just 
as they were the elements of Adirondack 
Monrear’s individual panic. The first check 
of Munray’s that was thrown out of bank 
produced the panic in his circle; so the first 
notable failure in 1873—Jax Cooxe’s—pro- 
duced the panic throughout the country. 
When Morray had one note protested, the 
holders of other notes began to be alarmed, 
called in the services of the Sheriffs, and 
overwhelmed the clerical speculator; 80 
when the first bubble burst in 1873, there 
was a universal explosion; the tumbling of 
the first brick toppled over the whole row of 
Bricks. 

It Mr. Murray's case is av illustration of 
the nature of a general panic, it is likewise a 
warning to the American people not to fall 
into the errors which lead up to that kind of 
disaster. Let people confine themselves to 
their legitimate pursuits, live within their 
income, and keep out of debt, and there will 
be no panics, individual or general. It is 
this conservative habit of life which the great 
mass of the French people follow, and the 
result is that France suffers less from panics 
than does any other country. An extension 
of credits beyond actual resources leads 
sooner or later to loss of confidence; some- 
times the cause and effect are confined to an 


tain line of speculation, sometimes they 
overtake a certain community, and sometimes 
they sweep over a whole continent. In all 
cases, however, the result is the same; the 
panic comes sooner or later. 
— 
AN EXPLODED SENSATION. 

The Council's Building Committee is 
whittling down the sensatign over the City- 
Hall to very small proportions. When the 


first report of the special committee of ex- 


perts was made publie, the whole commani- 
ty was startled. The charges and insinua- 
tions contained in that report led people to 
believe that there had been a huge job in 
the building, that the responsible men of the 
preceding Administration had been in cor- 
rupt collusion with the successful bidders, 
and that the building, so far as it had been 
constructed, was rotten and unsafe, and must 
be torn down. This was the conclusion 
which the organ of the Lemont Ring jumped 
at, and a how! was set up for the immediate 
demolition of the structure. Tux Tamunx, 
though somewhat alarmed at the sweeping 
and confident denunciations of the work and 
the men who were responsible for 
it, suspected that there might be 
„e nigger in the woodpile,” and sug- 
gested that there be a public investi- 
gation which should develop evidence 
pro and con, and furnish the accused with a 
hearing. Such an investigation has now 
been going on several days, and the testi- 
mony taken shows that, while there may be 
defects and shortcomings in the structure, 
the work as a whole has been done more 
honestly than is common in buildings of a 
similar character, and is much superior to 
the work on the connty building, though it 
has cost very much less money. 

So long as the examination prosecuted by 
the Building Committee was confined to the 
contractors and the men responsible for the 
supervision of their work, the Ring organ 
declared that self-interest prompted this 
negation of the serions charges that had 
been made; but as the investigation has 
progressed the experts themselves have 
been subjected to cross-examination, as well 
as certain persons from whom they derived 
the information on which they based 
their damaging report; all these witnesses 
have very much weakened the original 
impression made by the report. It has come 
out that every member of the Committee of 
experts except one was a candidate for the 
place of Superintendent. This fact alone 
would suggest that *‘ self-interest ” cut some 
figure on that side of the controversy. Gen. 
McDowei1, who stems to have been the 
leader of the experts, finally concluded that 
as many as five stones anyway ought to be 
taken out, which is a much less formidable 
proposition than tearing down the whole 
structure. The same witness also admitted 
that the work on the city building was su- 
perior to that on the county building, so 
that the former should not be pulled down 
till after the 1 has been razed to the 
ground. Mr. HEELOCK, another expert, 
admitted that he had subscribed to some of 
Gen. McDowe.u’s figures without any per- 
sonal knowledge of their accuracy; and, 
when he was informed of the actual condi- 
tion of the bond-stones, he revised his 
opinion about the nécessity of pulling down 
the piers, and concluded that it needn't be 
dons, Parnick Fama was cited as the 
witness npon whose testimony the charge 
was made that one set of plans was sub- 
mitted to the successful bidders, and another 
set to the unsuccessful bidders; but Fax- 
nina, when called, denied that he had ever 
made any such statement, but concurred 
with all the other contractors who had com- 
peted for the work in testifying that the 
game plans had been submitted to all alike, 
and added that the stone-work was as good 
as he had ever seen in the city during an ex- 
perience of thirty years as a builder. The 
examination of Mr. Dunrpny, another of the 
experts, found him a little more stiff-backed 
than his associates, but his conclusion was to 
the effect that a number of stones ought to 
be either taken out or repatched,—nothing 
about pulling down the building. 

Altogether the investigation by the Build- 
ing Committee warrants the conviction that 
the sensation in regard to the condition of 
the city building was set on foot by agents 
of the Lemont-Stone Ring. There are no 
defects in the building which Mayor A- 
RIson’s new Superintendent could not have 
compelled the contractors to make good, had 
he proceeded in a quiet, business-like man- 
ner, as the Superintendent of any private 
building would have proceeded in a similar 
case. But the improvement of the structure 
was not the purpose in view. There must 
be a committee of experts to make up ap 
extra bill of $2,100 for services; the preced- 
ing Administration must be smirched by in- 
direct charges and innuendoes; the present 
contractors must be embarrassed as much as 
possible; and, finally, if the sensation should 
not prevail to the extent of reconciling pub- 
lie opinion to the proposed destruction of the 
building, then the disappointed Lemont 
gang must at least have some revenge for 
losing the job. This is the sum and sub- 
stance of the whole affair.

Mr. Evarts is for locking the stable-door after 
the horse is stolen. His plan of sending a man- 
of-war to enforce American rights at the fishing- 
grounds is a little late in the day. The time to 
enforce American rights was when the question 
of paying the halifax award came before the 
State Department. Mr. Evarts should then 
have demanded delay and a rehearing. He 
should bave called the attention of the British 
Government to the gross injustice of the award, 
the suspicious circumstances under which it was 
made, and the mass of new testimony available. 
Lord Sacissury would then have been com- 
pelled to grant a new arbitration, or to admit 
that Canada had sought and obtained an unfair 
advantage. Mr. Evarrs permitted his golden 
opportunity to slip when, after a feeble protest, 
he paid over the $5,500,000. He should not 
have paid it until he had exbausted every other 
resource. The only honorable course now open 
to the United States is to terminate the fishery 
clauses of the Treaty of Washington sharply, 
and in such a spirit as to show that we have 
good ground for offense. Our State Denart- 
ment should notify the British Government 
that, while deeply conscious of the benefits con- 
ferred upon our fishermen under the award, we 
have decided to relinquish them. They are too 
great. The Canadians bave beea too generous. 
We will not take an unfair advantage of 
them. Though the right to fish in Cana- 
dian waters for five years more has 
been secured to the United States by the pay- 
ment of the award, we surrender it. It is true 
the Canadians will at the same time be deprived 
of their right of sending fish into this country 
free of duty. But, as they conclusively proved 
at Halifax, this right had no pecuniary value to 
them. They will not, therefore, complain when 
it is withdrawn. -

‘The Rock Island Company to 
Build Another Line to 
Kansas City. 


No Pacific Business to Be Awarded to 
the Wabash by the Munk 
Lines. 


Improved Prospects of the Grand 
Trunk---Phe Northern 
Pacific. 


A Decree by Judge Harlan in 
Favor of the C., C. & I. C. 
Litigants. 


JUDGE HARLAN’S DECISION, 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. * 

Nuw Tonk, Aug. 6.— Judge Harlan, Associate 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court, 
rendered a decision to-day in the suit of the 
Columbus, Chicago & Indiana Central Railroad 
Company against the Pittsbarg, Cincinnati & 
St. Louis and the Pennsylvania Railroaa Com- 
pany. Thecase was tried and argued before 
Judge Hariao in Cuteago, and the depision was 
rendered bere, presamably as a matter of con- 
venience. There were present as counsel repre- 
senting the various railways interested Senator 
Stanley Matthews, ex-Gov. Hendricks, ex-Sen- 
ator John Scott, and Senator McDonald of 
Indiana, Mr. Southmayd, of Evarts, South- 
mayd & Choate, ex Judge Hoadley of 
Cincinnati, and other distinguished lawvers. 
The Columbus, Chicago & indiana Central 
eis leased to the Pittabure, Cincinnati & St. 
Louis Railroad, the lease requiring the lessees 
to maintain and operate the road, and pay to 
the lessors 40 per cent of the gross earnings. It 
was also stipulated that the rent should be equal 
to the interest on $15,000,000 of first-morigage 
bondsof ube Columbus, Chicago & Indiana Cen- 
tral Company, and $821,000 of second-mortgage 
bonds of the Columbus & Indianapolis Railroad 
Company. The lessee was also to pay the inter- 
est as it accrued on these bonds. The plaintiff 
Company is now in the hands of a Receiver, and 
sharp litigation in equity has been pending in 
Western Courts te determine and compel pay- 
ment of the amount of rent due, and settle 
other questions. By the decision rendered, it 
is held the lessors are not comvelled to classify 
and adjust their indebtedness in the maoner in- 
sistea uvon by the lessees in the recent argu- 
ment at Chicago,—that is, not compelled to do 
so by reducing the aggregate indebtedness to 
$15,821,000, and funding into bonds secured 
under the consolidated mortgage to Roosevelt & 
Fosdick such part of the $15,820,000 other than 
the $821,000 of the Columbus & Indianapolis 
second-mortgage bonds as now con- 
sists of sectional bonds; but that 
it is sufficient for the lessors to reduce the at- 
gregate indebtedness to $15,821,000, which may 
consist of sectional or consolidated bonds. The 
Court also bolds that the Colum dus, Cbi- 
cago & Indiana Central Railroad Company 
must actually accomplish the reduction 
of indebtedness to $15,821,000 before it 
will be entitled toadecree against the Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati & St. Louis and the Pennsy)- 
vania Railroad Companies for the payment of 
back rent due under the lease; that, upon com- 
pleting such a reduction of indebtedness, it ma v 
applv for such a decree, but will not be entitled 
to interest upon arrears of rent, except from the 
time it shall perform the condition of reducing 
the indebtedness as above stated.

ITEMS, 

There will be a meeting of General Freight 
Agents of the various roads running through 
Indiana and Ohio on the 12th of this month at 
Cleveland, O., to adjust the new percentages to 
interior points, proposed by Commissioner Fink 
in another of his voluminous circulars. 


The Directors of the St. Paul & Sioux City 
Railroad have elected Mr. James H. Drake to 
the position of Assistant General Manager of 
that road. Mr. Drake will still retain charge of 
the Land Department, which position be has 
filled very creditably for several years past. 


The meeting of the General Managers and 
General Freight Agents of the various roads in 
Wisconsin and Iowa, held at Milwaukee last 
Tuesday, accomplished no results. ‘The meet- 
ing was for the purpose of fixing local rates in 
those States. Another meeting for the same 
purpose will be held at the Grand Pacific Hotel 
in this city next Wednesday. 

Mr. C. B. Peck, Receiver of the Chicago & 
Lake Huron Railroad, arrived in the city yester- 
day moruing, and departed again over the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Warne & Chicago Railroad. It is 
understood that Mr. Peck’s visit was in connec- 
tion with the Chicago & State Line Railroad 
(Chicago extension of the Grand 2 of 
which he is the President. The Grand Trunk 
managers are also expected here in a day or two 
to look after their prospects at this point. 

There seems to be an unusually good demand 
for locomotives at present. Ihe Taunton Loco- 
motive Manufacturing Company has just sent 
out twelve lacomotives to the Atchison, Topeka 
& Santa Fe lroad, and is building ten more 
for the Union Pacific. The Rhode Island Loco- 
motive Works are running day and night on 
orders from the Chicago & Michigan Lake 
Shore, Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, and St. 
Louis, Kansas City & Northern Railroads. 
Eight locomotives have recently been sent to 
the Detroit & Grand Haven Road trom these 
works. 

Some of the roads running in Wisconsin and 
Iowa have beenin the habit of selling to ship- 
pers 1,000-mile tickets at the low rate of two 
cents per mile. The agreementis that all the 
roads sheuld charge three cents. Several 
efforts have heretofore been made to stop the 
roads from selling 1,000-mile tickets at less than 
three cents per mile, as the practice was very 
annoying to the reads which maiotained the 
reguiar rates.

A BURNING COAL-MINE. 


A Fire that Has Raged for Nearly Forty- 
five Years. 
Pottsville ( Penn.) Hine rer Journal. 

A fire in a colliery is by no means an uncom- 
mon occurrence in this or any other coal region ; 
but in most cases the flames are soon drowned 
out, the water removed, and mining continued 
as before. Itis only on rare occasions that the 
flames make such headway, before being discov- 
ered, that they cannot be extinguished in a few 
weeks by the introduction of water and steam. 
One of the most interesting and extensive fires 
ever known in this country has been raging in 
a colliery in Schuylkill County for nearly forty- 
five years. Thousands of dollars have been 
spent in vain endeavors to extinguish the fire, 
bat at last the idea was abandoned, and since 
the beginning of the War nothing has been done 
to subdue the conflagration, which rages with- 
out interruption. The history of this mice 
is very interesting, and, strange to say, al- 
though bundreds of travelers visit the coal- 
fields of this and adjoining counties every year, 
bardly any of them hear of this great curiosity. 
The vein that is burning is called the “Jugu- 
lar,“ and the surface crop was first worked in 
1833 by Lewis E. Dougherty, at a called 
Coal Castle, one and a half miles west of what 
is now known as Mount Laffee.

Efforts were made toe the fire, but, 
after working for several w Mr. Dougherty 
gave up all hopes, and, abandoning the place, 
opened another colliery about half a mile west 
of it. During the wioter of 1856-7, Mr. John 
McGinnis, of Pottsville, beard of the large boss 
of coal that lay near the abandoned mine, 
concluded that some of it could be got out with- 
out reaching the fire. He put in a slope on the 
east side of the vein and below the water level. 
The work, however, progressed slowly, and, 
owing to the heavy masses of rock encounte 
was very expensive. He was finally reward 
by striking the “Jagular” vein at a point where 
there was a deposit of coal so thick that two or 
three miners could keep the breaker and, 
although it was worked for months, they never 
succeeded in getting through it. coal 
proved to be first-class, and yards of gang- 
way had been driven when the miners began to 
complain of the excessive beat, and then Mr.

McHugh and the Two Bennetts Did 
Not Rob the Dead Sexton. 


Serious Charges Against the Chi- 
cage Avenue Station Au- 
thorities. 


Prisoners Not Allowed to Oommunicate 
With Their Friends, 


Tux TRIBUNE published yesterday an account 
of the arrest of James McHugh and J. Y. and 
Robert Bennetts, on the charge of robbing 
James Hare, the Sexton of the Fourth Presby- 
terian Church, who had fallen dead in the build- 
ing while they were working on the outside. 
From all the information and evidence then ob- 
tainable there appeared to be a strong case 
against them, but yesterday’s developments 
show plainly that the men are all innocent,— 
that their arrest was due in part to the inju- 
dicious actof McHugh in taking the dead man’s 
pocketbook, andin part tothe circumstantial 
evidence which went to make what on 
the face of it, and unex- 
plained, was a bad case against 
the three men. McHagh’s statemgnt of the 
affair, which bears every mark of truth, is as 
follows: 

He was working on the outside of the build- 
ing, when a woman came out and said that the 
Sexton was taken sick, and that she was going 
for a doctor, and forhim to lookin and take 
care of bim. He went into the building and 
found that the Sexton had fallen down the pul- 
pit stairs, and was lying on the floor. After 
some little delay he got a pitcher with some 
water in it, and poured some into the Sexton’s 
mouth, but found that he was un- 
able to swallow it. He had never seen 
a man dying before, but guessed from the fact 
that he could not swallo@ that this man must 
be in the last extremity. So he sprinkled some 
water over his face and rubbed his wrists, and 
did what he could in his way to bring him to, 
but the Sexton died there in his arms, and he 
and others who had come in lifted him up and 
carried him over and laid him on a roll of carpet. 
After having done this, he passed his hand down 
the dead man’s side and 

HIS HAND FELT A POCKETBOOK. 
He pulled it out and counted the money which 


he had in it, amounting to 4.19). Sars be, “I 
will take the pocketbook and keep it, lest some- 
body whois not entitled to it should get hold of 
it and carrv it off.” He feit in his other vocket, 
where there was nothing but a bunch fof keys. 
While he was still fussing with the dead man 
the Doctor—Dr. Hunt—came iv. McHugh ott 
to him, I have taken from this dead man 
pocketbook with $190 in it. Shan’t I turn it 
over to you?” No.“ said the Doctor, I don’t 
want to be bothered with it.“ Then he asked 
one of the Beunetts whether he had gone for 
the Coroner, as he bad supposed he was to do. 
Finding that he had not, the two set off to- 
gether to see if they could find Mr. Milliken, 
who has had a sort of general supervision of the 
repairs which were in progress on the church. 
It was McHurh’s intention, he says, to have 
turned this money over to Milliken, whom he 
considered his employer, had he found him at 
home. But he was absent, and McHugh conse- 
quently retained the cash, returned to the 
church, took off his coat, and went to 
work. Presently the policeman and the 
Corover’s Deputy, Mr. Sawyer, came out and 
asked him, as he was workingin the angle of 
the church, where the money was which he took 
from the dead man. He said he had it in the 
pocketbook in his pants’ pocket. Then he and 
Bennett were called into the church and search- 
ed. From McHugh ther took the $190 in the 
pocketbook, and also $60 of his own, which 
sum he happened to bave with bim !oose in his 
pocket, becausc he had intendei to us it in 
paying for some stone which be bad bought 
from W. C. Deakman, the stone man. One of 
the Bennetts had an open-faced watch of his 
own. Upon his being searched it was taken 
from him. the policeman and Coroner’s Deputy 
telling him to hand over that watch which he 
had taken from the body of the dead man. The 
monev which the Bennetts had in their posses- 
sion was, be says, their own property, they not 
being common laborers, but men who were in 
the habit of employing workmen, sometimes ten 
at a time, and who naturally had funds with 
them. ‘The search, he said, was madeio a der- 
fectly proper and quiet manner. There was 

NO RUDENESS OR DISCOURTESY 
on the part of the police or the Coroner’s peo- 
ple. After the search had been made and the 
movey taken from them they were sent over to 
the Chicago Aveuue S.atſon. 

Mr. McHugh also makes certain statement« 
in regard to the treatment there of himself and 
his fellow-unfortunates which mar possibly be 
susceptible of qualification or explanation, but 
which, if not explainable, reflect very seriously 
upon the management of affairs at the station. 
He sars that he and the Bennetts were 
incarcerated in a dungeon cell.“ and that all 
communication with their triends was cut off. 
Speaking for himself, be says that bis money 
was taken away, and that when he asked that 
30 vents of it might be Gevoted to the purvhase 
of some supper, be was told that the Captain 
was out, and nothing could be done about it. 
He sought vainly to send word to his wife, who 
is in adelicate condition, and mignt naturaliy 
be supposed to be in great trouble about his 
non-appearance. But, baving po money about 
bis clothes, although he had some up-stairs, he 
could do aothing. fle was just as much shut 
off from his friends as if be had been lu Central 
Africa. 

As be had no supper, so also be received no 
breakfast. The three men were confined in one 
small aud dirty cell, and sleep was impossible. 
In the morning they were called into court,— 
Justice Kaufmann on the bench. ‘The Clerk 
read out the names,and said the charge was rob- 
berv. lhey were asked whether they were 
guilty or not guilty, and one of the Bennetts 
said, Not guilty.” Justice Kaufmann imme- 

lately answered, One thousand dollars each 

the Criminal Court,” and asked the men if 
they could get bail. No evidence was heard; 
the defendants never gut a chance to speak, 
und, before they knew what struck them, they 
were hustied once more down-stairs. About 2 
o’cluck they were removed to the County Jail, 
where McHugh was placed in a cell with a 
burglar, uame unknown. Here he was

and a tin bowl containing soup, the only thing 
resembling food whicb he had seen since noon 
of the previous day. After a couple of hours in 
tbe jail he was bailed out. He says that the of- 
fivers who removed him from the station to the 
jail treated him with consideration. ‘They did 
vot handcuff him, and they took Dearborn ave- 
nue as their line of march inatead of the more 
thickly-peopled Clark street. For this much ne 
feels grateful, but he does not feel at all 
obliged to the men or the system which caused 
the locking up of an innocent man for a whole 
day without food, and which prevented him 
from sending word to his family as to 
what had become of him. Aud he is specialiv 
vexed becuuse there was plenty of money to 
pav all expeoses, and he would have given it all 
tu be able to send a line to his wife. 

A reporter called last evening on Dr. Mant, 
and inyuired of him as to the conduct of Me- 
Hub and the Bennetts at the time he arrived 
on the scene. The Doctor said that McHugh 
showed bim the pocketbook, and said that the 
man had, he thought, $200.—alithourh the sum 
mentioned might possibiy have been $190. 
There was no altempt at concealment, and he 
was strongly of opinion that McHugb was per- 
tectly honest in intention and act. 

Dr. Hunt advised the men tu put everythiog 
back to await the arrival of the Coroner, “There 
were other persons—a lady named Barnard and 
a gentieman named Cook—present at the time, 
und it certainly seemed that McHugh acted asx 
he believed was best, und that in searching the 
pockets the men sunply intended to protect the 
body from robbery. 

From the facts stated by Mr. McHugh, and 
bis manner of stating thei, there is no ques- 
tion as to the truth of his story, and of the fact 
that he and the two Beunetts were arrested for a 
crime of which they were not guilty; aud it is, 
therefore, 4 pleasure oo the part of Tar Trie- 
UN® to make them what reparation it can for the 
tnjuatice which it invocent!y did them iu vester- 
day’sarticle. Melugzh's blunder in touchü the 
mouey of the dead man was one evideutly due 
to Muorunce.

DISTURBED IRELAND. 


Resolutions Adopted by the Grand Juries of. 
Westmeath and Mayo. 
London Times. 

Dosim, July 18.—The lawless state of some 
districts of the country, which appears worse in 
contrast with the general prevalence of peace 
and order, is a subject of much anxiety to the 
executive and local authorities. There is a dark 
line of criminality extending through some of 
the midland and western counties which was 
thought to have been effaced by the special 
measures of repression which were passed a 
few years ago, when life and property urgently 
needed protection; but since the removal of 
the coercive acts it has reappeared, and is be- 
ginning to excite alarm. The Judges of Assize 
have made it the subject of remark in their 
ebarges to the Grand Juries, and pointed 
out the duty of endeavoring to grapple 


with the evil. They have called attention es- 
pecially to the extent of undetected crime and 
the number of criminais who have not been 
brought to justice. Ihe calendars of the Assizes 
indicate only a fraction of the offenses actually 
committed in their districts, the people being in 
Many cases unwilling, and in others afraid, to 
afford anv information to the police, or assist in 
avy way in the vindication of the law. Even 
those who suffer from an organized system of 
intimidation try to conceal the fact, and refuse 
to give any clew to the discovery of the offend- 
ers, lest they should be marked out for assassi- 
nation by a secret tribunal, which sits in judg- 
ment and deals summary vengeance upon those 
who are obnoxious to it. 

The Lord Chief Baron, in opening the Com- 
mission at Mullingar, called attention to this 
state of things, and urged the magistrates to 
use their best exertions in order to put an end 
to it. The Grand Jury, having taken the sub- 
ject into consideration, adopted the following 
resolation: 

We, the Grand Jury of the County Westmeath, 
respectfully call your earnest attention to the 
charge of the Lord Chief Baron Palles made to us 
this day, in which his Lordship informs us that, 
although the crimes to be investigated by @s as 
grand jurors are of a trivial character, the amount 
of undetected crime committed ia Westmeath since 
the last Assizes has been more than double the 
quantity of crimes committed in the same period 
of 1878. while in quality it is far more serious, 
We are appealed to as magistrates to put down or 
detect these crimes, bui, having used every exer- 
tion for that purpose and failed, we apveal to the 
Executive to devise such measures as may give 
some remedy for the state of things in this county 
so painfully, because so traly, described by the 
Lord Chief Baron. 

From the address of Justice Harrison to the 
Grand Jury of the County Mayo yesierday, it 
appears that that county is in an equally dis- 
turbed state. His Lordship stated that among 
the charges were two for ioterfering witb Bailiffs 
in the discharge of their duty. ‘The information 
showed that one of the Bailiffs went with his son 
to serve some civil bill processes of 8 
dut the processes were taken from bim an 
durnt ia his presence, and he was obliged to 
swear that he would never come to serve a proc- 
ess iu that locality again. In the other case the 
man apprehended violence, and took the pre- 
caution of bringing four Constables with him to 
protect him. but a crowd, numderiug 600 per- 
sons, assembled and threw stones at the police, 
who were ordered to fix bavonets, and to load 
their rifles, but did not use them. The result of 
the opposition was that the Bailiff could not 
serve the processes, and was so terrified that 
nothing could induce him to return to the place. 
His Lordship said he was sorry to find from the 
Countv-Inspector's report that there wae 
an organized combination to resist the law. 
Letters had been sent to persons threat- 
ening them with death if tber resist- 
ed the mandates of these self-constituted 
authorities. In twenty-three cases notices of 
this character had been sent to persons warning 
them not to pay their reuts without reduction. 
and telling them mey would be shot if thev did 
not submit to the coramands of this secret and 
irresponsible tribunal. The Grand Jury could 
not close their eves, bie bordabip added, to the 
fact that that was a fearfui condition of society. 
It was not his duty to suggest a remedy, but it 
was his duty to administer the law with tirm- 
ness and impartialiry, and he would endeavor to 
discharge that duty. The Grand Jury also were 
bound firmly and impartially to discharge their 
duty to society, and he was glad to see by the 
large attendance of resident gentry that they 
were prepared todo so. He trusted that by 
kindoess, mingied with energy, the poor men 
who were engaged in these ill-advised proceed- 
ings would be recalled from them to pursue the 
higher aud nobler paths of peacegul industry, 
and that, with the blessing of God, a plentiful 
harvest would alleviate the distress from which 
these disturbances had origivated. 

The Grand Jury of the County of Mayo have 
passed a resolution of a similar purport to that 
adopted by the Grand Jury of the County of 
Westmeath. It is as follows: 

Resolved, That the Judge of the Aesizes, having 
in his charge to usspoken in the strongest terms 
ofthis county, we fee! it our duty before separat- 
ing to call the attention of the Government to the 
unsettled state of the connty, and tothe serious 
avitation against the payment of rents, without re- 
gard to the rate or time at which the lands were let 
orto othe: circumstances connected therewith. 
This illegal design is pursned by asysiem of whule- 
saie intimidation, by words and acts of menace, 
and by violent speeches exciting the peuple to out- 
rages against both landlord and tenant. We think 
these evils cannot be effectually removed without 
additional powers beconferred on the executive 
by Parliament. Our foreman is requested to for- 
ward copies of this resolution to the Chief Secreta- 
ry foc Ireland and to the Lieutenant of the county, 
the Karl of Lucan. 


THE KING OF CATFISH. 


A Remarkable Fish Stery from Sunday 
Creek Valley, State of Onio. 
New Lexington (Ohiv) Correspondence Cincinnatt Com- 
mercial. 


A curious fish story, from the Sunday Creek 
Valley, has just reached this place, and, though 
it comes apparently authenticated, seems almost 
too marvelous, not to say incredible, for belief. 
We give the story as it comes, as near as prac- 
ticable, for what it is worth, on the same princi- 
ple that courts of justice often receive and hear 
testimony and let it go to the jury. It must be 
remembered that Sunday Creek is a small 
stream, but is at times almost if got 
quite as large as the Hocking River. 
At one place, for a distance of fifteen 
or twenty rods, the waters bave scooped 
out a deep basin fifteen or twentv rods long, 
and in almost a straight line. Close on one 
side for all this distance there was an immense 
overbunging rock. This was formerly a favorite 
sporting and fishing place, aud numerous . 
cut ſis n were caught in the deep, long hole. Ja 
ordinary times the water was here from five to 
ten feet deep, and often deeper than this. But 
the great rock gradually began to be under- 
mined by the action of the water, and it came to 
be considered dangerous to be on the rock 
above or in the water beneath, and the place 
was avoided by eversbody. A day or two since 
a beavy dull sound was heard in the 
nelghborhood, succeeded immediately by 
a loud splash and roar of water. 
Many persons rushed in the direction 
of the strange sounds and saw the mystery was 
no longer one. ‘Lhe giant rock had parted and 
rolled plumb into the creek, nearly filling the 
bed of the stream for many rods aud forcmg a 
large body of water out into a level field on the 
opposite side of the creek. Feuces were swept 
away und considerable other damage done. But 
the water soon found its level, and the field was 
left almost as dry aud wateriess as it had been 
before the strange deluge. But it was soon ob- 
served that large numbers of fish bad been 
thrown out on the dry land. The most of 
these were catfish, and unusually large. 
One was cvormous, and towered head 
und shoulders, so to speak, above all the 
rest. He seemed to be a big whale. ‘The catfish, 
al} jumped aud bounced around lively when the 
water receded, but the writbiogs and contor- 
tions of the monster were most fearful to be- 
bold. He woutd jump several fect into the air, 
aud more than twice the length of himself on 
the ground. At other times he would hie per- 
fectly still, At last, in one of his quiet mo- 
ments, he was shot in the bead like a „ and 
this finished nim. He measured thirteen feet 
and four inches, and weighed on the Sunday 
Creek coal scales pounds. Several ot the 
other fish we from fifty to eiguty pounds’ 
each. This long, deep hole has for many years 
been lett undisturbed, on account of its danger- 
ous position, and the fish evidentiv came to the 
conclusion that there was the place to grow fat 
and big. and it must be admitted they got in 
their work well. i

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SENN---ENGEMANN. 


Coroner’s Inquest on the Victims 
of the Foundry Tragedy. 


The Jury Find that the Former Was 
Temporarily Insane. 


Coroner Mann held an inquest over the re- 
mains of Solomon Sean and Conrad Eugemann 
(incorrectly cailed “ Engleman in previous ro- 
ports), the suicide and the murdered man who 
met their death iu such a tragic manner at No. 
95 West Polk street Thesday afternoon, the 
full particulars of which were published in Tus 
TRIBUYE of yesterday morning. The inquest 
took place at 11 o’clock. 

Peter Schillo, being sworn, testified that he 
was the senior member of the firm of Schiilo, 
Cossman & Senn, He resided at No. 100 
Johnson street. He had known Solomon 
Senn, deceased, for the past twenty years. 
He was his father’s partner for ten years pre- 
viod® to the fire, and had been witness’ partner 
for the past eight years. He was a German 
and was 48 years old; was a married man and 
resided with his wife and famiiy at No. 449 
Dearborn avenue. Deceased was à temperate 
man. For the past four or five weeks witness 
thought deceased bad acted strangely; had 
shown a lack of memory; he was also very 
restive and became angry very easily. During 
the time mentioned he had not given his usual 
attention to business. His part was to make 
estimates for work, and it had been customary 
to take his judgment for this part of the work; 
but recently the bookkeeper nad assisted him in 
his estimates. 

Witness had known Conrad. Engemann, also 
deceased? Tor about seven years, he having been 
employed by the firm for that leugth of time. 
He was born in Germany. There was a little 
trouble between the two men a few days since 
about some work, but that passed away, and 
Engemaon continued to work as though 
nothing bad happened. Last Monday the firm 
got a notice from the architect of a enn au 
Halsted street that some ornaments which 
Kngemann had put on were not all richt. Mr. 
Senn went to the shop and spoke to Engemann 
about it. Engemann claimed that the work had 
been done right. and Senn wanted him to go 
and look at it. He refused to go unless Senn 
went with him, and Senn would not Enge- 
mann then came to the witness and told him 
that he was going to quit. Witness talked 
with him, and Engemann told him what 
the trouble was, Witness advised him 
to go and Jook at the work, but he said no; 
that he was going to quit, and he packed up all 
his things aud 8 
5 DEMANDED HIS MONEY, 
which was paid to him in full to date. He and 
Senn had some words in the office, but witness 
did not hear them on that occasion. He left 
that afternoon, bat came around ‘Tuesday 
morning and went to work again, after having a 
talk with witness for a little while. He worked 
until noon, and about twenty minutes before 1 
o’clock be came into the office. Witness was 
out at the time, but came in and found 
Eugemann. Senn, and Kramer ia the 
office, Mr. Cossman came into 
Office with witness and asked Mr. Seon 
whether or not Engemann took back what he 
said the day before. Mr. Seon said be had not 
done so, that the bookkeeper could tell what 
Engemann had said. Senn and Engemaon then 
had some words, and Engemann said that Senn 
lied. Mr. Cossman then informed Engemann 
that he was discharged, and told the book- 
keeper to pay him off. Cossmau then went out 
of the office andi the bookkeeoer went into the 
vault to get some money. Witness stood near 
the desk and saw Mr. Senn go into the private 
office,—as he supposed, to await any further 
words. Witness beard Engemann remark that 
he was the pest workman the firm ever had, 
and that Mr. Senn did not know how to treat a 
man right. Mr. Senn went out of the room, 
and witness supposed he went out to avoid a 
quarrel; but be returned shortly and stood in 
the dour with a revolver in his hand, which be 
pointed at Kugemann and putled the trigger. 
The weapon only snapped the first time, when 
Senn tried again with better success, the ballet 
hitting Engemann in the head. He fell to the 
floor, and witness rushed in to his assistance. 
While he was over the wounded man he heard a 
noise as of the falling of a man in the other of- 
fice-room, and rao in to see what it was. He 
found Senn lying upon the floor 

WITH HIS THROAT CUT. 
Witness could not state whether Senn was in his 
right mind or not at the time, but be had acted 
strangely for some time. 

De. Milton Forbes was called to testify. He 
said the statement reported in the morning pa- 
pers as his own was right. It was read over to 
him and then cut out and pasted upon the 
clerk’s report. Dr. Forbes sig ned it. 

Charles Cramer, the bookkeeper, testified 
that be resided at No. 323 Hurlbut street. His 
testimony was in corroboration of that of the 
witnesses before him, and appeared in the pa- 
pers yesterday morning, as was also the case 
with Mr. Matthias Cossman, the other partner 
of the firm. The Jatter knew the two men for 
some time. Senn” had been connected with the 
firtn since 1862, and Engemann had been in their 
emoloy for about seven years.

NORDENSKJOLD. 


‘Gailing Through the Polar Sea to the Pa 


cific Ocean—Important Discoveries in the 
NortheFrom Sweden to Sweden via the 
North Cape, Bebring’s Straits, and the 


Suez Canal, 

New York Sun. 

Beri, Aug. 3.—A telegram was received in 
this city yesterday from Stockholm announcing 
that the Arctic explorer, Prof. Nordenexjold, 
had brought his steamer, the Vega, out of the 
ice in Behring Strait, where she had been con- 
fined during the winter, and bad begun his 
homeward journey through the Pacific Ocean. 

This announcement is that of the first success¢ 
of many efforts to find a northeast passace from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean. Prof. Nor- 
denskjold started on thie most perilous and 
most important expedition on the 4th of July, 
1878. He started from Gothenburg in the Vega, 
accompanied by a corps of scientific specialists, 
in addition to a crew of able seamen, who had 
had experience in navigating the Arctic seas. 
The details of his voyage as far as they have 
been received are full of interest, and show as 
well the daring and the perseverance of the ex- 
plorer. 

Nordenskjold began his career as an explorer 
in 1872. The problem he took upon himself to 
solve was whether or not there is navigable 
water north of Asia from the Atlantic to the 
Pacitic. He had before him the records of the 
efforts of Cabat, Willoucaby. Barentz, and 
Behring, as well as of ochers whose names are 
also familiarly known. He studied all these 
from the ex,editions of the Northmen and the

several theories that had been held, and to what 
extent the facts as ascertained by the explorers 
proved or disproved them. 

Previous to 1872 Nordenskjold had

that he had so easily the year before, 
full of drifting ice. After waiting several days 
he began beating in the ice up the Nova Zem- 
bilan coast, and at latitude 72 found himself ia 
an open ses. By the middle of August he again 
reached the mouth of the Tneisel River. He 
ascended it for some distance, and, having dis- 
posed of his cargo to advantage, returned to 
the port he started from after an absence of sev- 
en weeks. 

These voyages went far to convince the Pro- 
fessor that the northeast passage could be made. 
To prove it he threw all his energy into the un- 
dertaking, and his patron fitted out a more ex- 
tensive expedition. An appeal was made to 
King Oscar. and he at once became interested in 
the enterprise. Of the £20,000 or $100,000 re- 

utred, Mr. Dickson contributed £12,000, and 

the Government and Mr. Alexander Sibiriakoff 
the rest. King Oscar commissioned several of 
the ablest officers of his navy to accompany the 
expedition. Several eminent savants volunteer- 
ed théir services. The fleet consisted of four 
vessels,—the steamer Vega, which carried the 
originator and commander of the expedition, 
the steamer Lena, and two smaller vessels fitted 
oui to open trade with Sastern Siberia. The 
last three were the property of Mr. Sibiriakoff. 
Nordenskjold’s steamer, the Vega, was 
originally a steam whaler. She was built io 
Bremen. Her timbers are of teak-wood, and, 
though a stanch vessel, she was thoroughly 
overhauled and braced. Her engines and ma- 
chinery are of the most modern kind, and of 
unusual power. Nordenskjoid started in her 
from Gothenburg, one of the southern ports of 
Sweden, on the 4th of July, and on the 25th 
joined the escorts at Tromsoe. The Vega was 
commanded by Lieut. L. Palander, and bis first 
officer was Licat. E. C. Brusewitz, both of the 
Swedish navy. Prof. Noraenskijoid’s staff con- 
sisted of Dr. Riellman, botanist of the Univer- 
sity of Upsala, Dr. Stuxberg, a geologist, and 
Dr. Almquish, a famous physician. At the re- 
quest of their respective Governments, Lieut. 
A. Hofgard of the Danish navy, Lieut. Giaco- 
mo Bove of the Italian navy, and Lieut. Nord- 
quist of the Russian navy were added to Nord- 
enskjola’s staff. The Lena was commanded by 
Capt. Johannsen. Eleven days after starting 
from Tromsoe they anchored off Port Dickson. 
Thev remained there three days to make up and 
dispatch correspondence and complete their 
preparations for the loog and perilous voyage. 
Then the bows of the stout little steamers were 
pointed toward the North Cape. For two 
months nothing was heard of the explorers, and 
then a dispaten was received by Mr. Sibiriakoff 
from Yakutsk, on the Lena River, announcing 
that the expedition had reachea the mouth of 
that river iu safety. Ihe steamer Lena had 
passed up the river, and the Vega had continued 
ber journey toward the Pacific. 

The arrival of Capt. Johannsen and the Lena 
at Yakutsk was the occasion for a public rejoic- 
ing there. This town is situated near the centre 
of the Russian Empire in Asia, and the only 
means of access have been overiand; hence the 
arrival of the first vessel, proving that water 
communication could be bad with the more civi- 
lized parts of the world, was sufficient cause for 
the general celebration. 

In December Nordenskjold’s patrons received 
a letter from him in which he gave the record of 
his voyage from the mouth of the Yoeisei to 
the mouth of the Lena River. Though itis toa 
great degree technical, it is full of interest to 
the general reader. Soon after sailing from 
Port Dickson the explorers ran into a heavy fog. 
They moved with the utmost caution, and their 
course was rendered more dangerous by the dis- 
covery of many small islands not noted on the 
charts. The second day the fog was dense, and 
they anchored. it was noticed that the sea was 
only slightly salt, particularly at the surface. 
By dredging, however, many specimens of pure 
deep-sea life were found. In the afternoon tne 
fog lifted somewhat, and the Vega renewed her 
course. The explorers soon came upon drifting 
ice, but it was thin and rotten, and did not im- 
pede the vessel. Near the coast the usual Arctic 
animals were seen, Dut none of the Arctic birds. 
Many interesting discoveries were made in nearly 
every branch of science, but the most important 
were geographical. 

The voyagers kept close to the coast the 
greater part of the way, and made landings oc- 
casionally. ‘They were frequently sürprised at 
the entire absence of snow and the wonderful 
verdure in some places. Ibere are points, Prof. 
Nordenskjold thioks, judging {rom the profusion 
of the game, that the Russian hunters have not 
visited for centuries, if ever. 

On the 19th of August the Vega cast anchor 
off the North Cape, the most northerly point of 
Asia. The flags were run up and a salute was 
fired. A volar bear that had been ran down the 
promontory to the water’s edge at the sight of 
the ship,took suddenly to his heels at the sound. 
From the North Cape to the mouth of the Lena 
the explorers encountered less fog and less ice. 

The detaits of the vovage after the Vega’s de- 
parture from the mouth of the Lesa are un- 
known as yet. For many montis notuſug was 
heard of the exploring party, aud measures for 
an expedition of relief were about to be taken 
in hand when a vessel arrived in San Francisco 
and reported that the Vega was in the ice near 
Kellett Land, a projection from the Arctic re- 
gion, several hundred miles from Behring Strait. 
She had peen there several months. On the 

d of ay a Aispatch was = received 
from Yakutsk, on the Lena River, announc- 
ing that the Vega was out of danger, and 
was in Bebring Strait, and with it was the more 
welcome intelligence that all the members of 
the expedition were enjoying good health. It 
was Jearved that the Vega had been caught in 
the ice floes near East Cape, a point about 350 
miles from the entrance to Behring Strait, and 
about 700 miles from Yvkohama. 

The telegram that was received yesterday an- 
nounces that Nordenskjold has gut his steamer 
off the ice, and through the straits, and is on his 
way to Japan. It is bis mteuiou to returu home 
by way of the Suez Canal. 

The hero of this undertaking, Adolf Erik 
Nordenskjold, is a native Heisingfors, Sweden. 
He is in bis 47th year. At the age of 26 he was 
appointed Professor of Mineralogy in the Uni- 
versity at Stockbolm. In the year following be 
began work as an explorer by accompanying au 
Arctic expedition. The most important expedi- 
tion, prior to this ove, was one made in 1888. 
which resulted in his asvertainiug accurately the 
situation of Spitzbergen. In the summer of 
1870 he mad@a voyage to Greenland aud pene- 
trated the country further thao any previous 
scientific explorer. Of both these expeditions 
he has written exhaustive accounts. For two 
vears, froin 1870, he was a member of the sec- 
ond Swedish Chamber, an ollive equivalent to

A Roman Catholic Priest Joins the 
Episcopal Church. 


The Reasons for the Step—He Is Now 
Living with Canon Knowles, 


For several days there have been rumors 
circulating ia Roman Catholic and Protestant 
Episcopal circles touching a reported elerieal 
defection from the one Church and an 
tion by the other. Care seemed to be taken by 
all parties to suppress the facts, but for what 
‘reason no one can tell. 

It appears that the Rev. Theophilus Van der 
Moortel, a priest, and a member of the Society 
of Jesus, has been attached to the Church of 
the Holy Family, on West Twelfth street, ang 
also as a Professor of Literature in St. Ignatius 
College. He is a gentleman in the vigor and 
prime of life, a thorough and accomplished 
scholar, and about 40 years of age. He ig 8 
native of one of the provinces of Holland or 
Belgium, and has been a member of the Order 
of Jesuits for nearly if not quite twenty years 
His peculiar gift, and one which has won him 
great fame, is 

HIS POWERS OF ORATORY, 

and because of this he has been engaged erten. 
sively on what is known as mission-work, which 
is largely carried on by the Jesuit fathers, Jy 
consists of a half dozen clergymen taking prac. 
tical possession of a church other than theirown, 
and holding almost continuous services by 
and by night for several weeks. In thig mis. 
sion-work, preaching is a most effective means 
of reviving and strengthening the faith of the 
weak, calling back to the Church those who have 
strayed away, and teaching those who are unin. 
formed or hesitating the doctrines of the 

In this mission-service Father Moertel has 
been conspicuous. He has for the same rea. 
son been frequently engaged on special 
duty, and for holding special services in other 
churches, and in al] duties where preaching wag 
an important part. Father Moortel has proda- 
bly preached in every Roman Catholie church 
in this city, besides in many churches in 
and other States. : 

While recently engaged on one of these mis- 
sions beyond the city he was summoned by his 
superior to return to the city, and the reverend 
gentleman obeyed the order so far as 
to Chicago, but on his arrival bere went to the 
house of Canon Knowles, the priest in chargeof 
the Protestant Episcopal Cathedral, with whom 
he had a personal acquaintance. From there 
he wrote a letter to the head of the Jesuit Order 
in this city, announcing his abandonment of 
that Society and of the Roman Catholic 
Church, and his purpose to devote himself 
to the service of the Protestant Epis 
copal Church. This occurred some two 
weeks ago, since which time he has continued to 
reside at the house t Canon Knowles. Thars- 
day last, a week ago, he received some minor 


orders mm the Episcopal Churen from Bishop 
McLaren, but, owing to the canons of that 
Church, cannot be permitted to exercise the 
priestivy functions until after a 

communion of six montns. 

In the meantime he will probably preach or 
lecture or both, defending what be bolds te be 
true Catholicity as opposed to Protestantism 
and Romanfsm. It is understood, also, that he 
will criticise and condemn especially the doo 
trine of Papal infallibility. Iu this will oc- 
cupy about the same, position as that taken and 
still held by Father Hyactuthe, the famous pul- 
pit-orator of Faris, who renounced the Romas 
Catholic Church some years ago, aud, alter re- 
siding for a while in Switzerland, and marrying 
an American wife, bas recently resamed preach- 
ing or lecturing in Paris.

Matthew Peck Shot and Killed by 
John Parkman.

Few and Brief Were the Circum- 
stances Attending It. 
Peck, Anxious to Have a Fisticuff Settle- 
ment of an Old Dispute, 


Hits Parkman, Who Uses a Pop with 
Deadly Effect. 


Minor Misdemeanors, Robberies, Burg- 
laries, Etc. 


ANOTHER MURDER. 
MATTHEW PECK KILLED BY JOHN PARKMAN. 
The second murder this week, which occurred 
last evening, was as causeless asthe first. In 
one, You're a liar” cost a man his life: in the 
other a blow on the nose. The victim this time, 


bowever, is of comparatively small 1 
to society. The affray happened ‘in 
s brick-yard at the foot of Wi- 


low street about half-past 8, in the presence 
of a large crowd of boys, who all ran away, as 
did the murderer, and up to 1:30 this morning 
be had not been arrested. 

It seems that John Parkman, a boy of 17, had 
an interest in a boat which was kept in the 
North Branch, near Willow street. About six 
weeks ago a.revolver belonging to him was 
stolen from the cabin. He suspected Matthew 


Peck, aged 22, of taking it. Wulle out on 
the prairie one night with a friend, Parkman 


saw Pecklying asleep on the ground, with his 
coat for a pillow. He spoke to his companion 
about the revolver, and said he would like to 
see if it wasn’t in the coat-pocket. His friend 
fell in with the idea, and jerked the coat from 
under Peck’s head, and felt the pockets, aud 
the weapon was there. Parkmag took charge 
of the pistol, and gai to . Peck, 
who had been awakened by the proceeding, 
“Now, you —— ——, get out!“ Peck obeyed 
and Parkman did not see bim again until yester- 
day afternoon. It is said by some that he was 


out of the city. When be peared around the 
brick-yards, as some say, he threatenedif he 
ever saw Johnny“ again he would 
fix him. A friend of Parkman's told 
bim about it, and bis answer was Is be!“ 
The two met, as stated, on Eugenie street, near 
there being three boys with Peck, 
while Parkman was alone. The latter said 
nothing, 1 according to one of his chums, 
Peck put bis band to his rear pants pocket when 
e saw bim. At half-past 6 they met again, on 
low street, and Peck asked Farkman 
If HE WANTED TO FIGHT. 
Parkman had two friends with him, and Peck 
half a dosen. Parkman said, ‘Yes, III fight 
you, bat not bere. Well, go down to the brick- 
yard and have it out there. You take three 
with you, and I'll take two. Don’t take your 
crowd.” 8o they went on down to 
the proposed battle-ground, all of Peck’s 
party following, - and other boys 
going there on the way when they learned what 
was to occur. Arriving at the yard, hiwever, 
Partman refused to Gght, on account of the 
presence of the mob, which numbered about. 
thirty boys and men. Peck wanted to com- 
mence without delay. Parkman at length 
said: “ We go across the river in the 
boat and fight on the West Side where the 
crowd can’t get at us.“ Peck wouldn't do that. 
nl fight you here,” said he; what difference 
does the erowd make?” Parkman, however, 
was obstinate. Peck's intimates then took 
him aside and talking to him,— 
urging bim to force an encounter, as is sup- 
posed. Parkman remained apart, and said 
little beyond that he would fight across the 
river. ddenly Peck darted out from those 
him, and said, I am going to make 
the —— — fight, whether be wants to 
or “not,” at the same time running 
up to Parkman and striking him on the nose.

Policeman Franzen heard of the shooting a 
few moments after its occurrence, and on going 
to the place found Peck, who had been left lying 
on the ground without any attendance. He was 
at onte taken to his home, No. 227 Dayton 
street, where he died before a physician saw 
him. The bullet had struck him in the breast, 
and, penetrating, touched a vital organ. His 
reputation was very bad, a considerable portion 
of his life having beet“ spent in jail for crime, 
and bis photograph isin the Rogues’ Gallery. 
The police at the Webster Avenue and Lar- 
rabee Street Stations were notified as quickly 
as pussible of the tragedy, and men were sent 
in all directions in search of the murderer.

BRITISH RULE IN INDIA. 


Some Extraordinary Admissions by John 
Bright. 
Extracts from a wee delivered July 23, at Willis’ 
Rooms, London, 

What proportion of the whole revenue does 
the whole army, in India cost? It costs, I be- 
lieve, nearly £17,000,000 per annum. The net 
sum is, 1 think, smaller than that; but there 
are great expenses for barracks, which may be 
fairly connected with and added to the net ex- 
penses of the army, and 1 think it will 
be found that, when the Government 
has extracted the last farthing which it 
can extract from the people of India by 
direct taxes, exclusive of the opium duty, 
which is not a direct tax upon India, the army 
which is necessary to garrison India expends 
rather more than half of the net revenue, and, 
therefore, vou are maintaining your authority 
over 200,000, 000 of people by a militarv expendi- 
ture exceeding one-half of all the reyenue that 
you are extracting from them by a system of 
taxation which is felt to be burdensome to the 
last degree. If this is necessary, if these is no 
remedy possible, no escape from this dilemma, 
it seems to me that it would be far better to sur- 
render.—conifess our failure, aud to say that the 
Government of a great Empire in Aga by per- 
sone sent out as rulers from this small island in 
the Atlantic is impossible and ought never to 
have existed. 


It is the opinion of the people of India, and of 
statesmen who have reflected upon the affairs of 
India, that in reference to the extreme poverty 
of the people of India, taxation has reached the 
highest possible point—that in point of fact it 
has reached a position which is absolutely dan- 
gerous to the condition of the country, even 
though the taxes are imposed upon a docile and 
unarmed people. If there be only a fair quan- 
tum of truth in what I bave said, may I not ask 
whether there is not good cause for anxiety in 
regard to the state of things in India? The edu- 
cated natives of India are losing confidence in 
the Government of their country, and they are 
coming to the English Parliament and the 
English public—through the agency of meet- 
ings such as this—to state their view. The edu- 
cated natives of India are becoming more 
numerous every year, and there are now as 
many native Indians who read Shakspeare and 
Milton as there are in England. [Cheers.] As 
the native of India studies our language and 
reads our literature, the terrors and darkness of 
his superstitions vanish. He becomes a changed 
man. He is awakened by some knowledge of 
his public and private rights. He knows what 
the Government owes of right to those whom it 
governs, and he says to us, History telig us 
you are our conquerors, but at least it 16 not 
pecessary that a conqueror should be other than 
magnanimous, or that he should be otherwise 
than just to those over whom he rules. 
[Hear, hear.] Even at such a time as this, 
when there are all these grounds for anxiety, we 
have had in India a restiess foreign policy, and 
have been dragged, forced, or led into a war 
condemned by almost every man who had any 
reputation for wisdom or judgement in Indian 
statesmanship. [Cheers.] Only the otber day 
the grave closed over one of the greatest and 
noblest statesmen India bas ever had, and now, 
when the lips are silent, everybody speaks his 
praise. But some months ago, when be gave 
wise advise to bis country and to nis Govern- 
ment,—and no wiser was ever offered to them,— 
his counsels were deriaed, and ail that he said 
and urged was neglected with scorn and con- 
tumeiy. [Cheers.} Now, at such atime as this, 
and when famine has been so rife in india. We 
bave a Government in India or at home, or the 
two together, who have ventured on this rest- 
less policy, and have involved the country in a 
war—a war which I am obliged to sav they have 
got out of as ignominiously as, 1 think, they 
well could. 


In 1878 the Government promised that the 
new tax should be applied for the support of 
those who were suffering from famine. Noth- 
ing could be more specific than their pledges,— 
nothing more notorious than the way in which 
— pledges were broken. Well, you 

now that not one six pence bas been applied for 
the purpose for which it was raised. ‘The whole 
of it has gone into that bottomless pit which is 
always opened when war is commenced. 
Cheers.} I ask you as sensible Englishmen 
and Englishwomen what can be the effect on 
2 in India of a course of policy like this!

ANNA DICKINSON. 


Her Book, “A Ragged Register of Trav- 
° el”.—Some Comical Adventures. 
New York Herald. 
Those persons who imagine Miss Anna Dick- 
inson to be a hard, sour, aud morose person, 


need unly read her Ragged Register,“ which 


week, to be entirely converted from that idea. 
“A Ragged Register,” as its name implies, 
s simply the off-hand jottings of the au- 
thor’s experience as a lecturer, collected and 
gathered together in a modest little 
volume. Miss Dickinson is so full of ber life 
work that it is not surprising that even in run- 
ning along this ragged edge she stops once in a 
while to emphasize, her views and theories. Not 
objectionably, howéver, for the book is brimtul 
of fun from the first page to the last, so that 
one in reading it feels that a lecturer meets 
more queer people and has more amusing expe- 
rience than any other person in the world. Not 
always amusing at the time, however, as in the 
case of the rampant president of a certain lect- 
ure association who wanted her to lecture in 
his town. She could not do it and meet her 
other engagements, and she told him 80 
uite plainly. But he would not be put off. 
He told her that by taking the 3 o’clock a. m. 
train she could do it. After a hard night’s 
work a 8 o’clock train is not a pleasing pros- 
pect, and she declined the honor. I' be 
uoeder your window at half-past 2sharp,”’ re- 
plied he, notwithstanding her expressed de- 
termination. And he was as good as bis 
word. It was pouring rain, but he 


came and banged away as though the front 
fort and he a  battering-

ram. While he was bangiug an indignant 
family servant came into Dich- 


son's room with a bucket of water in her haud, 
and opened the window above the man’s heal. 
„% Why do you waste the water, Maria.“ said 
Miss Dickinson; he is wet to the skin already.“ 
But Maria knew what she was about, and,stand- 
ing the bucket on the sill, emptied the contents 
down over the besieged. A howl, a muttered 
exclamation, more vigorous than elegant, and 
his feet were heard splashing down. the walk. 
‘I thought that kitchen fire never would burn,“ 
Maria said as she passed out of the room, “and 
that there tea-kettle never would bile-—but it 
did!“ 

Fortunately, Miss Dickinson bas a keen sense 
of humor, and even though people bored her 
she would take the trouble to draw them out. 
She tells of one man, a specimen of the Western 
men whom Dickens describes, who took a seat 
in the cars and tried to make her talk by plying 
her with questions, to all ol which she gave 
monosyliabic replies. Becoming discouraged, 
he dragged some greasy bills and currency from 
his pocket and said: Well, now, look bere; 

ou'll never lecture in our town. It's. too 

erned small. But I'd like to hear what you 
ean do when your steam’s up. I thought I'd get 
a free blow-out, but I reckon you weren’t bora 
yesterday—eot your eye-teeth cut? There's a 
dollar, Il that pay you for a good square talk 
and all the fixens?’’ 

She had hardiy van hed this man when 
another came strolling in from the . smoking- 
car. I beard you last night, Annie,“ he re- 
marked, by way of an easy and triendly 
opening, at —. 1 don’t live there. I hap- 
pened in. Tes,“ he repeated, “I happened into 
the lecture,“ as though he were fearful sbe 
would be too inflated at his voluntarily seeking 
the show and must tell her how it fell by chance. 
Then he went on to tell her that, although he 
thought her smart enough, he did not like her 
sentiments. With her ready wit she answered 
him so well that he was glad enough to escape 
back to the protection of the smoking-car. 

Then, agalo, she made some pleasant ac- 

uaintances on the cars. One was a Sister of 

harity, who had served her kind in the wars 
of Italy, the Crimea, France, and Germany. 
She was an enthusiast, yet practical; a devotee, 
yet full of interest in the things of time; an 
ardent Catholic, yet a sympathizer with the 
movement for the social and intellectual ad- 
vance of women. These two women had a ver 
profitable talk, and Miss Dickinson says: 
never met a Sister of Charity without wanting 
to stand in the gutter, if need be, for her to go 
by dry shod,”’ 

Miss Dickinson tells of some of the advent- 
ures she has had in keeping her lecture eugage- 
ments. One night she was drawn across ariver 
on a sled by two men—the ice was too thin for 
horses and a sicigh—in a driving storm. The 
journey took three hours. She arrived at the 

‘institute, teeth shattering, stomach chat- 
tering (no nourishment for thirteen bours), 
fingers stuff. feet like wooden clogs, win- 
ter cold through and through me.“ 
Miss Dickinson has heard that somebody once 
asked Mr. Beecher whether a man would bave 
gone through that to have kept a lecture en- 
gagement, and that he answered, No; no man 
would dave been such a fool.” Aud was 
‘justified in the saying,” says she; only he 
should remember that the world, in reasonable 
fasnion, demands of a woman that she do twice 
as much as a man to prove that shecan equal 
him.’ 

Miss Dickinson fs an undaunted traveler, and 
would climb the steepest mountain for a view. 
She met a woman ou the top of Mount Wasb- 
ington once who seemed very much disgusted 
with herself for having made the ascent, ex- 
claiming, ** Well, what in the world people do 
climb ail the way up this pasty mountain to get 
dioner for when they can feed a great deal bet- 
ter down to one of the hote!s beats me!“ 

Western scenery is Miss Dickinsoo’s delight. 
Out there she met a mau whom she describes as 
a “borrid little scrub,” who was bound on a 
lengthy tour of the Pacific Slope, his wife lect- 
uring, be managing, and an adopted daughter 
singing, the whole made to “go” by a 
gift enterprise. To make herself agree- 
able Miss Diekinsou said something 
about the marvelous Montana region. “A 
beastly country!“ he cried, n beastly country! 
we did not take $500 in it.” In traveling through 
this country. if in stages, she rode on the seat 
with the driver; if by railroad, on the locomotive 
with the engineer. Her dress for crossing the 
mountains on horseback consisted of a soft felt 
hat, loose coat, skirt to the knees, Turkish trou- 
gers, woolen stockings, and stout shoes, Thus ar- 
rayed, she bestrode her horse like a man, not- 
withstanding the snecrs of a lad who joined 
their party, and in an audible whisper told her 
companions to “look at that vulgar creature.” 
The “vulgar creature,” from ber comfortable 
and secure seat, looked at the Jong skirts and 
twisted begies of the other ladies, and, thinking 
of the twelve hours’ ride over the mountains, 
said to herself, Look at those idiots!’ 

Sitting alone on the platform Miss Dickinson 
has often had hard work to keep from laugh- 
ing at. the manner of ber introduction by 
pompous Chairmen of a lecturing committee. 
One presiding officer in New England, instead 
of introducing her, offered up a prayer of 
twenty-seven minutes’ duration, in which he 
interceded with the Throne of Grace is Miss 
Dickinson’s behalf. A Western Chairman, 
with au eye toward Congress, spoke of her 
reputation. as a lecturer. ‘In fact,” said 
he. wherever the English language is spoken, 
wherever the American Stars and Stripes wave, 
her name is like -housebold words. Listen to 
her, then, and I know—yes, fellow-citizens, I 
know you will listen to her, since she al ways ad- 
dresses herself to the poor, the maimed, the 
halt, and the blind. You will listen to her, 
since she always addresses berself to the ignor- 
ant, the downtrodden, and the oppressed of 
every color, clime, and tongue.” 

Audiences are thus cleverly described by Miss 
Dickiuson: 

“Some audiences are stone. You strike 
against them and rebound—angered by their 
hardiness. Some are sponge—absorb, and ab- 
sorb, and absorb, and give nothing back, till 
you feel as though you had enjoyed six hours of 
the Turkish bath and then been put under an 
exhausted receiver,—and some are like cham- 
pagoe, or vigorous tea, or clear cognac, or ag-

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KEYS AS KEEPSAKES. 


The United States Treasarer’s Curious Col- 
lection—How the Vaults of the Nation 
Are Guarded. 

Disnatch to St, Louis Globe- Democrat. 
Wasuincron, D. C., Aug. 4.—The Treasurer 
of the United States, Mr. Gilfillan, bas com- 
pleted a collection of keys to the Treasury 
vaults and money-boxes in use before the intro- 
duction of combination locks, The collection 
numbers fifteen keys, which have been arranged 
in a neat walout case, and now decorate the 
walls of the Treasurer’s office. The first in 
chronological order is a veritable patriarch of 
the key family. It is about seven inches long. 
weighs over a pound, and makes a great display 
of notches which fitted into the complicated 
wards of the lock, Judging from the finish of 
the key, the lock was evidently regarded in its 
day as a masterpiece of ingenuity and 
mechanism, The exploits of modern 
experts would smile at such àa barrier 
between themselves and the glittering treasure. 
‘The known history of this key goes back at 
least half a century, and its custodian for years 
was a Virginian named Col. Nutt, the Casbier 
in the Treasurer’s office. The Colonel was, ac- 
cording to accounts, a true type of the old-time 
Virginian,—tall, erect, and measuring over six 
feet, wearing a certain air of the cavalier which 
would have justitied some notions of the boast- 
eil chivairy of the Old Diminion. He lived on 
the soil of his native State, and every morning 
rode into Washimgton over the long bridge; in 
summer time, tying his raw-boned Virginia 
pacer in a grove near the Department, where 
mighty buildings now stand, the Colonel strode 
along the corridors of the Treasury, with his 
spurs clanking on the paved way, and, cracking 
his riding-whip, swacgered into his office. His 
first act was to haul the immense safe-xey out 
of a wallet he carried about his person, and to 
an admiring audience vf accountants, tellers, 
clerks, wessengers, and boys, would preface the 
formality of opening the antique strap-iron box, 
by descanting on the complicated interior ar- 
rangement of the lock, and the number of tum- 
blers the awe-inspiring instrumect he held in 
bis hand knocked down in a single turn in the 
intricate wards. The money-Doxes, too, were a 
never-ending and fruitful theme of the venera- 
vie Nutt’s admiration. He spoke of the welded 
straps of iron and the innumerable bolts which 
marked each intersection of the web. The Col- 
onel continued in office until Virginia joined ber 
fortunes to the conspiracy against the Union, 
and then one afternoon, after he had drawn bis 
pay, was last seen cantering toward the Potomac 
avd across into his native State. 

Another key, as large as Col, Nutt’s and 
much more worn, has its notches shaped like « 
letter T. It is said that from this the key 
represented in the seal of the Treasury Depart- 
ment was designed. As the improvements in 
locks began a potable change in the formation 
of the keys is indicated. Next comes a pair that 
resemble the handle of a tourniquet, and fol- 
loWing the intermediate stages are two heavy 
brace-keys, coutaining iu themselves a combina- 
tien formed by strips of metal of different 
lengths and numbered.

Among the many cases of which I have personal 
know'edge, I will mention one. An old gentle- 
man, living at some distance from this city 
after forty years of hard drinking, at the age of

ular doses, at regular intervals, a quart of whis- 
ky a day,—being able to endure neither excess 
nor abstinence. He considers himself cured; 
oy — a safeguard, keeps the Cinchona bottle 
at hand. 

We find that different human bodies adapt 
themselves differentiy to different drugs and 
poisons. We find one human organism appear- 
ing in seemingly perfect order under the effect 
of a daily dose of arsenic which would be death 
to his neighbor; but we do not find the victim 
Able to reform, even if he desires to; and we do 
find him in a physical condition which „ 
him to continue the daily deadly potion. Ina 
recent case Of murder by poison, the evidence 
adduced on the trial of the conspiring murder- 
ers revealed the fact that the victim had, before 
he succumbed, taken a sufficient amount of 
poison to have killed any balf-dozen ordinary in- 
dividuals. 80, in the results of the use of alco- 
hol, we find the greatest possible difference. I 
don’t think it an exaggerated assertion to say 
that more than 50 per cent of the hard drinkers 
are men that consume large quantities, fill even 
full every day, and are still able to attend to 
their business, and never get the credit of being 
drunkards. Careful observation will convince 
any one capable of discrimination that these 
men are possessed of a strong, greedy alimentary 
system, which grasps, and holds, and ‘utilizes 
everything which comes within its reach. Their 
ostrich stomachs use the alconol to manufacture 
“fatty degeneracy,” and to preserve and 
retain in the system the dead waste-matter. 

The owners of these brewing-vats grow obese, 
gross. immense, until the accumulation of 
phosphoric acid and fever-fat produces vital 
congestion; the worn-out digestive organs can 
no longer react; jaundice, disintegration of the 
liver, inflammation of the stomach or bowels, or 
hemorrhage of the same, destroys the spark of 
life at last. 

We find this class of men among our wealthy 
merchants, on the Board of Trade, prominent 
members of our churches, on our judicial 
benches. They waddle around our streets, puſl- 
ing and blowing, blazing wth a phosphorent beam 
on their faces, as ready to die as any swill-fed 
swine in the Bridgeport stalls. They accumu- 
late wealth; they build a church or endow an 
asylum; ther die, and the waiting angels con- 
vey them direct to Abraham’s bosom, and the 
fashionable divine forgets to preach from the 
text: Arich man can scarcely enter into the 
Kingdom of Heaven. 

His next-door neighbor, a man of powerful 
intellect, who bas given evidence, by the way iu 
which he bas disposed of the events of his life, 
of great will-power and perseverence, possess- 
ing no love for the pleasures of the table, but 
finding himself in a physical condition which 
impels him to seek some stimulant, armed with 
a prescription from his family physician, invests 
in bis first bottle of alcoholic stimulants. 
The intelligent alcohol flies quickly through his 
neglected stomach, leaving a ‘* biazed’’ track 
behind it; finds his large, finely-constructea 
brain, and commences its rapid work of destruc- 
tion. Blinded as to what he is doing in the first 
delusive steps. he still furtisbes fuel for the fire 
which is destroving one of the best of men. 
The last stage is soon reached: raving and curs- 
ing in wild delirium, he dies, and the very 
echoes seem to reverberate those awful words: 
No drunkard can enter the Kingdom of Heaven. 

Few and short are the prayers that are said; 
and a few 

Friends of his better days 
carry him away to his last resting-place. 

When the work of the Ladies’ Union com- 
menced, five years ago, by education and inclina- 
tion I was ready to accept their methods.

The taking of alcohol is no more a question of 
morals than the taking of arsenic. It is a ques- 
tion of poisons, antidotes, and remedies, modi- 
fied by circumstances, temperament, and time. 
Alcobol is a poison; and the man who takes 
alcoho! is poisoved. The degree of the effect is 
determined by the quantity and the methods by 
which his system adapts itself to its use; 
and it is a question of morals just the 
same as the taking of any other poison is a 
question of mora!s; and the sin committed in 
taking alcohol is of the same nature and kind 
as that committed in taking any other poison; 
and the 
the degree of light or information which the 
sinner has upon tbe subject; and temperance- 
work is efficent onlyin proportion as it educates 
the masses in the knowledge of the physiolog- 
ical effects of alcohol. 
low much has the work of the last five years 
accomplished in this direction? How much en- 
Ilightenment has been disseminated among our 
foreign population? 

‘The foreign population will never respect the 
temperance-reformation until it 1s worked upon 
this basis. Let ys trace the record of one of 
Moody’s most brilliant converts to a verv recent 
denouement. He had been a hard drinker, and 
accounted himself one of the chiefest of sinners. 
Bat that be was reformed, converted, and re- 
generated, I have not the least doubt. The 
Divine inspiration was in his eyes and on bis 
lips. How often have I heard bim say,—not 
boastfully, not in the spirit of I am _ holier 
than thou.“ but speaking in the strenzth of his 
faith in God,—‘*‘ 1 know I shall never drink 
again.“ I used to say to my husband, after 
hearing him, There is one man saved 
by the prayer-cure; N—— is safe. And 
I alwavs felt like going to my own lit- 
tle church and saying a Te-Deum 
tor this one who had escaped the snare of the 
fowler. Yesterday my husband came in with 
the terrible tale that N—— was im the ditch, 
—had been in the Bridewell twice! Itwrunga 
cry of pain from my lips, though 1 had not 
seen him for months,—for I had not thought it 
possible that he could ever bein danger. But 
this is only one case in hundreds. And yet 
these latter-day ‘* would-be saints,’’ these re- 
formers who walk the earth with concealed 
wings, who fan themselves with the anticipation 
of heavenly breezes, who count the names on 
their pledge-book to determine the number of 
stars they shall wear in their crown in the 
sweet br-and-by,” hugging their Baxter 
Bibles to their bosom, a la Willard, sweep on as 
relentlessly unconscious of the diseased, suffer- 
ing, struggling, belpless, dying men who are 
trying to follow them, as the god Juggernaut of 
the cruochiug bones beneath his car.

KEOKUK NORTHERN LINE. 


Suit of Ex-President Hunkins and Others 
Against President Davidson and Others— 
A Synopsis of the Plaintiffs’ Complaint, 

Special Correspondence of The Triowne. 

GAA, III., Aug. 4.—The Hon. Darius Hun- 
kins, of this city, late President of the Keokuk 
Northern Line Packet Company, has just fur- 
nished your correspondent with a copy of the 
amended complaint filed in the Circuit Court of 
St. Louis (June term, 1879) by himself, R. C. 
Gray of Pittsburg, and others, coplaintiffs, in 
their suit against W. F. Davidson, President of 
the Company; his brother, Peyton S. Davidson, 
Superintendent, et al. The document is a for- 
midable affair, consisting of eighteen pages of 
private matter. The suit has excited vo littie 
interest among river-men, and, for the benefit of 
that class of the readers of Tax Tarsuns, [ give 
a synopsis of the complaint which forms the ba- 
sis of the plaintiffs’ case. The principal allega- 
tions in the complaint are as follows: 

First—That the object for which said corpora- 
tion (the Keokuk Northern Line Packet Com- 
pany) was formed, as set forth in its articles of 
association, was and is: To build or purchase, 
employ and use steamboats and barges—either 
or both—for the purpose of transporting freight 
and passengers upon the Mississippi River and 
its tributaries; and for the purpose of organiz- 
ing, inaugurating, and establishing a larger 
working force upon the said Mississippi River 
and its navigable rivers tributary; and for the 
mutual profit, advautage, and benefit of the 
stockholders in the company and body corporate 
hereby formed and chartered under the general 
laws of the State of Missouri.“ 

Second—That the capital stock of said corpo- 
ration is $751,000, divided into 7,510 shares of 
$10u each; that all of said shares of stock are 
subscribed for and fully paid up; and that the 
plaintiffs are owners of a minority thereof. 

Third— That, since the 6th day of April 1875, 
the said William F. Davidson, in collusioa witb 
detendants, has succeeded to the Presidency of 
said corporation at each annual election thereof: 
and that Boards of Directors, a majority of 
whom have been subservient to his will, bave 
been chosen. 

Fourth—That, at the time the said William 
F. Davidson assumed the management of the 
affairs of the corporation, it was in a flourishing 
condition, free of debts, aud having a large sum 
of money.,—to wit, about $60,000,—on hand, 
representing the accumalated profits of the said 
corporation. 

Fifth—Tbat said William F. Davidson and his 
eo-defendants have been engaged in the business 
of buying in the name of said corporation, in 
quantities aggregating $450,000 and upwards, 
articles of merchandise used by steamboats and 
towboats, and commopniy known as boat-stores, 
whictr were not needed for, or intended to be 
used in, the transaction of the legitimate bus 
ness of said corporation, but for the pur- 
pose of selling on credit and otherwise 
to steamboats and towboate not belone- 
ng to or _ chartered by said cor- 
poration, but belonging to outside parties, and 

ata aud towboats in which said Will- 


— 


and are interested. 

Sixth—That said William F. Davidson and his 
associates have been engaged in various grain- 
speculations, using the funds of the corporation 
for that purpose, and its boats and barges to 
transport it to market. 

Seventh—Thax said Davidson, and others hold- 
ing official positions in the corporation, and in 
collusion with him, have largely overarawn their 
accounts from time to time, in violation of a 
rule adopted by the Board of Directors in April, 
1876,—providing, among other things, that the 
Secretary be instructed not to pay any officer 
of the Company any amount of movey not due, 
nor to permit any officer to overdraw bis ac- 
count.“ 

Eighth— That false entries have been made in 
the books of the corporation, crediting its offi- 
cers with various amounts of money never paid 
over by them, and aileged to be in satisfaction 
or in part satisfaction of their overdrawn ac- 
counts. 

Ninth—That said defendants, or somo of 
them, are owners of several steambocts and 
barges not connected with the Keokuk Northern 
Line, and have chartered said boats to the 
Company, cbarging exorbitant sums therefor, 
and permitting the boats of the corporation to 
lie idie at the wharf. 

Tenth—That the defendants have allowed the 
boats of the corporation to go to decay, and 
have sought by other means to render the stock 
of the corporation valueless, and bankrupt the 
Company. 

Eleventh—That William F. Davidson, Presi- 
dent, and Peyton S. Davidson. Superintendent, 
with their associates, have established a boat- 
yard at LaCrosse and a coal-depot at St. Paul, 
for their own emolument at the expense of the 
corporation; and have charged the Company 
exorbitant sums for repairing steamers and 
barges, and furnishing boats with fuel. 
Twelfth—Tbat the said defendants. in further- 
ance of their schemes, have practiced nepotism 
in the affairs of suid corporation, and have filled 
the offices of said corporation defendant with 
the brothers, brochers-ia-law, cousins, nephews. 
and other relatives of the said William F. and 
Pevton S. Davidson,—paying them wages large- 
ly in excess of their services. 

The plaintiffs close their lengthy catalogue of 
charges by the allegation that, owing to the 
course systematically practiced by the defend- 
ants, the property of the corporation has been 
reduced in value to the extent of more than 
$100,000; and that, by their malpractices and 
misconduct, the corporation has been brought 
to, and is now on, the verge of bankruptcy. An 
order of injunction is asked for, restrain'ng the 
defendants from further managing the affairs of 
the Company, and compelling them to dis- 
gorge their ill-gotten gains.” The plaintiffs 
further pray the Court to appoint a Receiver or 
Receivers to take charge of the business, prop- 
erty, and effects of the corporation, and to man- 
age its affairs; and to grant the plaintiffs such 
other and further relief as they may be entitled 
to in the premises. G. W. P.

| HOTBED OF NIHILISM. 


Fourteen Millions of Insurgent Russians 
on the Banks of the Volga. 


Poles----The Cossac ks En Hasse in 
with the Disaffected. 


. New York Herata. 


Saratov (on the Volga), July 4.—I find my- 
self pleasantly domiciled here at Saratov, in the 
very botbed, as it were, of Nihilism. My host, 
whom Iwill call Dr. Penkovski, is a most genial 
and intelligent Polish gentleman, affording me 
as far as lies in his power every opportunity for 
iuformation and observation. Saratov, as every 
schoolboy knows, is a fine mercantile city, sit- 
uated on the Volga, the largest river in the 
Russian Empire; but every one does not know 
who has not seen during the season of naviga- 
tion the shifting scenes of the Volga—what a 
varied and beautiful scene it represents, 
Hundreds of steamsbips, controiled by private 
enterprise, constantly run, filled with passengers 
and freight; barks or large boats, laden with 
fish, rve, wheat, and the unfailing voaka (a 
national and peculiar whisky), ply back and 
forth in countless numbers. Some of these 
provinces lying about the river, like Saratov, 
Samara, ete., are rich in the product of wheat 
and require the assistance of thousands of 
reapers from neighboring provinces, as 
Peuza, Stombow, Nijni-Novgorod, and others. 
The Volga’s banks are crowded at this season 
with different classes of Russians,—the working 
peasantry so numerously represented, mer- 
chants, business men of every grade and calling, 
travelers for pleasure, and nota few of the 


aristocracy. I have passed many enchanting 
days on the river, feeling that the charm. of 
novelty is never lost or my interest lessened in 


what I see and hear. , 
A LADY CHAMPION OF THE NIHILISTS. 

Perhaps I owe something in this respect to 
the very pleasant society of the Doctor’s niece, 
Amra Paviona, who is a most accomplished 
young lady, and generally accompanies us in 
our excursions. In America she would be ac- 
cused of being a little strong-minded. I do not 
find her disagreeably so, but certainly several 
degrees remoyed from those vapid, senseless 
women, whose aim in life would be lost should 
some undisputed power suddenly veto a change 
in all existing fashions, or whose affections 
would fail to find any other channel at the death 
of her poodle, or whose search for a rich bus- 
band were cut short by a sudden 
visitation of small-pox. Miss Pavlona is 
very strong in her sympathies with the Nihilists, 
and fearless in the expression of them in my 
presence. I am sure in time of danger she 
could be depended on as one who would not 
leave her post. The Doctor is himself a Nibitliat 
leader, and possessed of most accurate know!l- 
edge concerning them. In one of our conver- 
sations I asked of bim: Doctor, how do you 
count your strength along the Volva?”’ He re- 
plied: Commeneing at the Woite Sea and 
continuing along the river to where it falls into 
the Caspian, the greater part of the inbabitants 
are what are termed the old-faith men. Staro- 
vier’ or Roscolnikl. They number about ten 
millions. Besides these are the Donski Cos- 
sacks and the Uralski Cossacks, scaticred along 
the Don and Ural Rivers, who are of like faith 
and will number four millions more,—in all 
fourteen millions of old-faith men. All are 
enemies of the Greek Church and Russian 


Goverument. 
“THE DEVIL” Arp HIS AGENTS. 


„And are all those of whom you speak un- 
divided in religious sentiment?’ 
No, they are divided into many sects. Still, 
they are whole in one great sympathy. They 
were equally persecuted by the Government al- 
ways up to a recent date.

Such 
visits the authorities term ‘pleasant visits to 
the woods’; for all these ‘skits’ are hidden far 
away from the world and bad men (so says the 
‘Starovier’). Such was the price, until lately, 
paid for their religious liberty.“ 
THE COSSACKS AND THEIR POLITICAL FAITH. 
“Of what class of people are these Staroviers, 
Doctor?” 
They are the richest people in Russia. They 
assist each other, and thev are more developed 
than other Russians of a common class. Another 
dangerous class are the Cossacks. They bave 
plaved their important role in the history of 
Russia. Under their leadership have occurred 
tworevolutions. Altogether the Cossacks; those 
sons of the rich steppes, have a treer air and 
bolder spirit, with none of that abject air of hu- 
mility so painful in the Rassian peasant. They 
have a half wild and half cultivated face ana 
manoer which impresses vou favorably. They 
resent with. the bitterest feelings their depriva- 
tion of privileges. Thousands were sent to 
Central Asia and Siberia two years ago, and they 
are al] malcontents and enemies to the Govern- 
ment, Waiting tor the opportunity to rise and 
recover their privileges of old. Many have 
joined the Nihilists. I will introduce vou on 
some favorable occasion to a voung Cossack 
friend of mine, Shoomiloff, a most intelligent 
and well educated gentleman, and withal very 
rich. You shall judge for yourself a little of the 
existing state of affairs among us Nihilists.“ 
True to his word, a few evenings after this 
conversation | was bidden to the spacious par- 
lor of my host to meet a few congenial friends. 
Dr. Penkovski, I find, is very well known and 
highly respected in Saratov. He, with his 
piece, Miss Pavlova, gave a most cordial recep- 
tion to the half-dozen guests. The samovar,” 
without which, it appears, there can be no Rus- 
sian gathering, stood steaming industriously on 
the table, and a few delicate cold dishes were 
laced before us.

Since the middle of the seventeenth century we 
have been persecuted for our faith, sent by 
thousands to Siberia, placed in irons, and every 
conceivable eruelt v practised upon us. At every 
step money has been extorted from us on every 
pretext. While the echo of the clanking chains 
of 200 years still rings in our ears we are siow to 
believe that in one fine day all can be cha 
and that the Czar spreads over us his protecting 
hands. We do not believe in his ukase. Like 
the changing clouds everything bears a transi- 
tory aspect. and our fetters might be removed 
with the frst caprice. Atone time the freedom 
of the press was allowed, and when liberty of 
thought took free expansion the liberty of the 
press was crushed out again. One ot our sects, 
the Biegouny, is still not regarded asa religion by 
the Czar’s ukase, because they are considered 
most dangerous, and if taken in the 
tion of their views may be thrown into prison.

planet’s disc, At that time the planet was well 
up toward the zenith and an excellent observa- . 
tion vas obtained. While under observation the 
spot moved nearly ite length on the face of the 
lanet, so rapid is the planet’s motion. Ihe ro- 
tion of a spot on the planet first revealed to 
astronomers the revolution of Jupiter on its 
axis. This spot disappeared in 1 and reap- 
peared in the same focality in 170% It is 
stated that this snot has been occasionally 


been seen for pearly two years, according to M. 
Trouvelot, of Cambridge, Mass., although its 
appearance bas not been generally known until 
recentiy. it is probable that on the first dis- 
covery of the spot the color was not very 
strongly pronounced, or it would have been 
more generally observed. Dr. Swift, of this 
city, saw the spot for the first time onlv about 
two weeks ago. He had seen in Cambridge a 
drawing of Jupiter with the red spot, and the 
coloring was so remarkable and the size of the 
spot so great, that he was at first inclined to 
doubt. A sight of the strange phenomenon 
dispeiled the doubt. The only explanation, thus 
far given, is that there is à rent in the cloud- 
covering of Jupitér, revealing the red-hot body 
of the planet. This explanation hardly ex- 
plains, although it is now generally conceded 


partly by bis oon light. Many remarkable 
changes have recently taken place in the appear- 
ance of Jupiter. Those who search for the red spot 
cannot fail to notice the white, cloud-like spots 
between the great copper-colored equatoria! 
beits. The great central beit seems to be broken 
up into white. cloud masses lying at intervals 
along the Jovian equator. The copper color of 
the outer belts extends in some places across 
the equatorial regions, mame | occupied by a 
bright belt of creamy white. orth and south 
ot the great equatorial belts and about half way 
to the poles are narrow, irregular salmon-colored 
belts, that present a very beautiful appearance. 
The blue coloring about the poles seems less 
pronounced than usual. 

{t is more than probable that, in the mighty 
chauges going on in Jupiter, we are witnessing 
the phenomena of world-crowth, and that the 
giant planet is slowly undergoing, under our 
very eyes, the changes necessary to fit it for 
habitation.

The steam comes up in a bliuding volume, 
which increasesin temperature until the land- | di 
ing-place, 1,300 feet from the surface, is reached. 
Here there is still much visible steam, althouch 
the atmosphere feels dryer and hotter than any 
yet encountered. A sense of horrible confine- 
ment, from which there seems no escape, and in 
which there must be a constant struggle to kee 
from falling exhausted, seizes the visitor, an 
is not dispelled until he enters the copling-room, 
where the mouth of an air-pipe coming from the 
surface strikes him as a grateful biast from the 
north pole.

There is some reason tothink that the New 
York parties who have been carrying lard for so 
long have become fatigued in contemplating the 
prospect of millions of fat hogs waiting to make 
new lard in competition with a big stock of old. 
But prices are already very low. 

A private dispatch from Scotland received 
bere Tuesday noted very bad weather, but in- 
timated that buyers were holding dack in con- 
sequence of the enormous movement from this 
side of the Atlantic. That is what tells the 
whole story. The trade there is simply struck 
dumb by the magnitude of the shipments from 
our Atlantic ports; 5,000,000 bu of wheat and 
flour in one week is enough to weaken prices, 
especially as the cry is, Still it comes. 

The receipts of wheat at the Atlantic sea- 
board last week are reported as about 6,000,000 
bu. 

More shipping orders for wheat were received 
bere from England yesterday at the same 
prices as the previous day, but higher freignt 
rates made it difficult to fill them at the figures 
named. 

An instance was furnithed vesterday of the 
value of some of the many pointers whis- 
pered around on ’Change. A prominent firm 
was reported to have received a dispatch quot- 
ing the English markets lower. A gentleman 
supposed to be deep in the confidence of the 
firm was asked if the rumor was true, and said 
that the dispatch read “‘higher.’’ A few minutes 
afterwards the head of the firm was appealed to, 
and he replied, “* We have not received any dis- 
patch from England to-day.” 

Dry goods met with a liberal inquiry for the 
time of year. Orders from the interior are 
coming in quite freely, and the volume of busi- 
ness was never before so large at this stage of 
the season.

Communists Win the Election at Breslau. 
Special to London Times. 

Bexuin, July 20.—The event of the day here, 
for want of a better, is the election to the Reich- 
stag for Breslau of Herr Hasenclever, an invet- 
erate Social agitator, and the result is being 
magoified by the Liberal press with an exagger- 
ated and prophetic zeal equal only to the ardor 
wherewith some of the Conservative journais 
seek to proneit of its real importance. The 
election, it is true, does not alter the relative 

strength of parties in the Imperial Parliament, 
for the predecessor of Hasenclever, Herr Rein- 
ders, likewise belonged to the revolutionary 
ranks; but nevertheless it is a pregnant sign of 
the times, and gives some idea of the disturbing 
forces at work under that external aspect of con- 
tented calmness imposed upon certain classes of 
society in Germany by the repressive measure of 
Octobder last. A fortnight ago, ou the polls being 
first taken, 5,682 electors of the industrial 
ter of Breslau concerned were fouod to 
voted for the Liberal candidate, Dr. Leonhard, 
a Berlin Bureauerat, 5,415 for the Socialist 
Hasenclever, and 2,933 for Dr. Hagen, the Cler- 
ico-Conservative champion. No absolute majori- 
ty, however, being thus obtained, a decisive bal- 
tween the first two, and the 
Social Democrat was triumphantly returned 
with nearly 1,200 votes more than his opponent. 
Great is the joy, therefore, in the Socialist 
camp that, despite the legal restrictions they 
labor under witb respect to electora! canvassing 
and agitation, one of their number has never- 
theless succeeded in struggling forward into 
that hall of audience where nothing will drown 
his voice but the bell of a just and moderate 
President. The relations between the Socialists 
and Ultramontanes are now and then charac- 
terized by appearances of coquetry; the two 
parties are not without a certain degree of mu- 
tual sympathy which occasionally binds them 
together by a tie resembling that whicd in an- 
cient times united France and Scotiand—coun- 
tries the reverse of each other almost in point of 
national character—against Eogland, namely: 
similarity of interests and resistance to the com- 
mon foe; and there can be little doubt that at 
the final balloting on Friday most of those who 
had previously voted for the Clerico-Conserva- 
tive candidate were persuaded on his retirement 
to confer their suffrages on the Social De 
But, apart from this uncertain element in the 
contest, two events occurred between the first 
and the final balloting which may not unnatur- 
ally have exercised a powerful influence on the 
mood in which the electors went to the poll.
